Of School Program 


Serious Seating Problem 
Will Face System Unless 
Bond Plan Projects Are 
Ready by Fall. 


1,500 NEW PUPILS 
WILL START WORK 


Hope of Adjustment of 
Present Deadlock Over 
Three Junior High 
Schools Is Expressed. 


Immediate and vigorous prosecution 
of the school construction program 
contemplated from bond funds was 
urged Saturday by city, school board 
and bond commission leaders in or- 
der to avera a serious situation which 
will face the school system unless 
the bond plan projects are ready 
for occupancy by fall. 

School administration officials 
pointed out that practically in every 
school of the system double sessions 
now are being held and that in many 
case triple and even quadruple ses- 
sions are necessary. ‘They declared 
that with the expected enrollment of 
more than 1,500 new students, which, 
it is estimated, is a conservative 
figure, a real problem of providing 
seats for the new students will be 
presented unless enough new class- 
rooms are completed by fall to care 
for the additional registration. 

Although definite figures were not 
obtainable for elementary school 
needs, M. B. Coleman, in charge of 
the statistical and attendance bureau, 
stated that the quivalent of 72 new 
classrooms must be provided for the 
junior high schools to eliminate port- 
ables and that seven new classrooms 
nitist be provided at the Henry Grady 
school for boys to provide actual seat- 
ing space on the basis of estimates 
of increase. | 

The Seating Problem. 

The seating problem, therefore, will 
present one of the biggest, problems 
the school department has ever faced 
unless relief in the form of new build- 
ings is provided at once, and steps 
to eliminate differences between the 
bond commission, the school board and 
city council relative to award of 
contracts for construction of the 
Bass, Brown and O'Keefe junior high 
schools will be taken this week, it 
was predicted Saturday following re- 
turn to the city of George Powell, 
president of the board of education.

AT PRISON PROBED 


Charges That Special 
Privileges Have Been 
Granted to Cleveland 
Prisoner at Pen Denied. 


Charges that special privileges have 
been granted Josiah Kirby, of Cleve 
land financial wizard whose deals 
brought him into disrepute with Un- 
cle Sam and then to a cell in federal 
prison here, have brought about an in- 
vestigation by federal officials of the 
Qhio city. 

The charge has been met by a flat 
denial at the prison. Kirby, it 
said, enjoys no special rights. He is 
engaged each day in his duties as a 
chauffeur at the prison. The only way 
this could be considered a_ special 
privilege, it is said, is that Kirby is 
vermitted to work, while the prison 
is so jammed-that there is no em- 
ployment available for more than 400 


men. 

The investigation is said to have 
been inspired by a story appearing in 
a Cleveland paper to the effect that 
IKXirkv was being treated with undue 
consideration.

It was learned that a swimming 
pool is being prepared and that a wel- 
fare association is in operation, but 
it kas been denied that Kirby had any 
part in tais work. His reccrd at the 
prison so far has been spotless. 

At one time he was an inmate of 
one of the two honor farms and was 
the cellmate of Earl Carroll, Broad- 
impresario, who after a brief 
sojcurn here, has departed to resume 
life in New York city.

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OCEAN MARRIAGE 
LEGAL ON LAND 


Chicago Judge Holds Li- 
cense Necessary When 
Home Port of Ship Re- 
quires It. 


Chicago, March 24.—()-——Superior 
Judge Joseph Sabath today annulled 
a marriage performed by a ship cap- 
tain on the high seas although the 
veteran divorce jurist did not hold 


that all such marriages are void. 

David Maynard, former attache of 
the League of Nations and now a 
college professor, asked that his mar- 
riage to Willa M. Evans, a former 
professor of English in a Pennsylva- 
nia college and daughter of the Rev. 
William M. Evans, of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, be annulled. | 

Maynard's bill set forth they were 
married by Captain George Fried, of 
the President Roosevelt, on July 1, 
1926, while on their way from Eng- 
land to France, and asked annulment 


on the ground that the master of 
ship had no authority to perform 
such ceremonies. 

Because of the wide effect of such 
a decision as was made, Judge Sabath 
took several weeks to reach an opin- 
ion and annulled the marriage for 
different reasons than set forth by 
the complainant. 

Judge Sabath held that the mar- 
riage was performed without a license, 
although the District of Columbia, the 
point of register of the vessels, re- 
quired a license, and also decided the 
marriage was performed by a person 
having no such authority under the 
laws of the District of Columbia. 
These facts, however, he held, do not 
make the marriage absolutely void uu- 
less it was nullified by a decree. The 
marriage, however, he held, could not 
be considered valid as a common law 
marriage because the laws of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia do not look with 
favor on common law marriages.

Sword of De Soto Party 


:: IMPORTANT DISCOVERY MADE B¥ MOREHEAD y 


Found in Indian Mound 


BY BEN COOPER, 
(Special Staff Correspondent.) 

Carter’s Quarters, Ga., March 24. 
(Special.)\—The hilt, guard, and a 
part of an iron sword blade, thought 
to have been that of Hernando De- 
Soto or one of his followers in his 
excursion through what is now north 
Georgia, was found near here Satur- 
day. 

Dr. Warren K, Moorehead, head of 
the department of archaeology, An- 
dover academy, Massachusetts, made 
the discovery, along with that of near- 
ly a score of skeletons and numerous 


.ceremonial relics of what the scien- 


tist declares to be of a pre-Columbian 
age. 

The find was considered by this 
authority on pre-historic work in this 
part of the country to be the most 
significant he has yet made, 

For four years Dr. Moorehead has 
delved assiduously into the history of 
the mysterious Indian mounds of 
north Georgia. He was highly elated 
over the find of Saturday, and planned 


&/ to leave for the east during the early 


part of next week with notes on the 
discovery. 
Hernando DeSoto, head of the ex- 


pedition that fought its way through 
this part of the American continent 


in the early sixteenth century, was: 


known to have been beguiled along 
the way with romantic episodes in 
what is now Georgia. Whether the 
sword hilt and portion of the blade 
found by Dr. Moorehead belonged to 
the intrepid Spanish conquisitor or 
one of his aides, he would not ven- 
ture to state. He did say, though, 
that the sword must have been that 
of a white man. 

The sword, found lyine besitle a 
dead warrior in the historic mound 
of the Georgia aborigines, measured 
about five or six mehes. It was of 
iron—a strong indication of the De- 
Soto episode and was stuck :traight 
up in the native soil where the war- 
rior had been placed after death. 

Only the nobles of the Ancient 
American: tribes of this part of the 
country were buried in the sacred 
mounds, according to Dr. Moorehead. 
This previously had been the expres- 
sion of Miss Margaret Ashley, daugh- 
ter of Mayor Pro-tem Claude L. Ash- 
ley, of Atlanta, who has assisted the 
Andover expert in his studies. 

Warrior All Alone. 

Where the sword was found the 
warrior was all alone. At his riglit 
hand was the tribute of his tribe— 
nag 4 many “war points,” those dead- 
ly little tips that once had been shap- 
ed for the combat of the tribe of 
which he may have been the leader. 

At his feet lay a delicate little spade 
of fine green granite—perforated and 


fore the coming of the first white 


highly polished: a symbol of the race 
that once roamed through Georgia be- 


man. This spade, of spatulate form 
and too delicate for actual usage, was 
declared by Dr. Moorehead to be a 
symbol of the tribe’s respect, or its 
religion. 

In other parts of the mound, where 
other skeletons were found there were 
discovered pots joined, side by side; 
and others one in the other—not un- 
like the present-day double-boiler of 
the American housewife. 

There, too, in the mound, were 
found beautiful beads—or they once 
had been; and inscribed shells. Here 
and there lay a memento of a race 
once provd and war-like—a stone 
hatchet, still with its keen-edged blade. 

The scientists, in their quest for in- 
formation of the race that they ghink 
may once have had contact, sangui- 


narily or commercially, with the 
Mayan lords of what is now Yucatan, 
came across brilliantly polished sea- 
shells—brought from some place far 
from the shores of the Georgia coast. 

In a state of wonderful preservation 
—considering the centuries that have 
passed, they found inside the mound 
laalount posts of cedar and of pine. 
It resembled a cabalistic hut; and it 
was here that the lope warrior lay 
with the iron sword, badly oxidized 
and crumbled, stuck in the soil near 
his sword arm, 

Culture of Aborigine. 

Saturday's discovery, in the opinion 
of Dr. Moorehead, was a striking ex- 
ample of}the extent of the culture of 
the American aborigine known-to mod- 
ern history as “the Etowah group.” 

The few inches of the iron sword 
were not without significance.

Washington, March 24—(P)—An- 
other attack by Senator Robinson, re- 
publican, of Indiana, on Governor 
Sniith of New York for his retention 
of Harry F. Sinclair as a racing com- 
missioner of that state during the in- 
vestigation of the Teapot Dome naval 
oil reserve lease in 1924 brought sharp 
questioning from Senator Tydings, 
democrat, of Maryland, today as to 
Robinson’s own political associates 
before an almost empty chamber.

Joseph M. Brady, chies of defense 
counsel, declared Mrs. Netherton was 
the sixth member of her family to be 
slain by unknown persons, “and these 
six murders will be connected with 
mysterious inquiries here 
shortly before Mrs. Netherton was 
found slain in her héme.” 


Body Found in Home. 


Mrs. Netherton was shot to death 
in the basement of her home on a 
fruit farm near here. Her husband 
reported finding her ‘body after bis 
return. from a trip to Olathe. 

He’expressed the belief that a tramp 
who was reported to have been turned 
away by Mrs. Netherton without food 
the day before was responsible for 
the killing. 

County authorities were not satis- 
fied with Dr. Netherton’s statements 
and pointed to his wife’s wealth, esti- 
mated to amount to $150,000 as a 
motive for the murder.

language transmutaticn that could be 
undertaken. 

“I came into direct contact with the 
Hebrew tongue revival movement on 
my visit to Palestine several years ago 
but never believed that it would be 
carried this far,” Dr. Shelton said 
when informed that Ittamar Ben Avi, 
son of Eliezer Ben Yehuda, would be 
in Atlanta today on his fourth tour 
of America. Ben Avi. was the first 
man to attempt the use of the Latin 
alphabet, such as is used. in Eng.ish. 
for spelling Hebrew words, while his 
father, Ben Yebndu. was the leading 
spirit in establishing spoken Hebrew 
after centuries of; disuse. 

“When I visited Palestine the lan- 
guage revival project was in its in- 
fancy,” Dr. Shelton stated. “It seem- 
ed a romantic adventure, but was un- 
dertaken with the greatest serious- 
ness and enthusiasm by Ben Yehuda. 
who was a profound scholar and had 
interested Canon Danby, noted Eng- 
lish prelate of St. George's Episcopal 
church of the Holy Land. in the un- 
dertaking. Canon Danby seemed 
deeply interested in a spoken Hebrew 
language and was playing an impor- 
tant part in the work with Ben Ye- 
huda. I attended several conferences 
with Ben Yehuda and both he and 
Canon Danby said the project was 
getting along famously.”

in battle, enticed the Spanish leader 
away, leaving him and a small party 
of personal aides alone in the moun- 
tains of north Georgia. 

No connection was made between 
the Indian widow incident and the 
finding of the decayed Spanish sword 
by Dr. Moorehead Saturday, but it 
was declared that the Indians of that 
era in what is now known as the 
state of Georgia used only flint and 
stone, with a mite of copper for or- 
namental purposes, One thing, how- 
ever, was decided by the archaeolo- 
gists: The lone Indian chieftain who 
was buried in the mound—apparent- 
ly in a ceremonial hut where they 
once kept the council fire burning al- 
ways—was placed there after the De- 
Soto advent. 

Stone Graves Found. 

Fourteen miles away the scientists 
previously had discovered several 
skeletons in solid stone graves, which 
they did not disturb, Numerous arti- 
cles of their culture were examined, 
but Dr. Moorehead chose to confine 
the majority of his investigations to 
the erstwhile mysterious mounds of 
Murray county. 

The articles that he found there 
were carefully packed away, and it is 
the intention of their discoverer to 
make a detailed report to authorities

PARTY OF DE SOTO 
ARRIVED IN ROME. 

The rich and powerful Indian city 
of Chiahia, now definitely conceded 
by historians to be the site of Rome, 
thirty miles from the location where 
Dr. Warren K. Moorehead discovered 
relics of De Soto's travels, was the 
central point toward which the ex- 
plorer @irected his, march from the 
shores of Florida, the diary of his 
travels reveal. 

Evidence purporting to show that 
De Soto passed through approximate- 
lv the same location as the site on 
which Dr. Moorehead discovered the 
relics is contained in both the diary 
of the trip by “Rodrigo Ranjel, pri- 
vate secretary to DeSoto, in an ac- 
count translated by Edward Gaylord 
Bourne, and in Richard MHaklvyst’s 
translation of an acrount written by 
“The Gentleman of Elvas.” a Portu- 
guese who accompanied the explorer. 

De Soto, soon after reaching Flor- 
ida. began to hear of a fabulously 
rich Indian city situated to the north- 
west and known as Chiahia and in 
which he was told by the natives his 
“heast might break their backs under 
loads of pearls and gold.” 

Lured hv these tales of the cold 
for which he was searching, De Soto 
anxiously pressed his men info the 
north, but his epurse held too far to 
the east and he arrived at an Indian 
villace in what is now Anderson coun- 
tv, South Carolina. When he ar- 
rived here, he learned the true loca- 
tion of Chiahia, and he is supposed 
to have pursued a course toward that 
town along an old Indian trail which 
runs throne) the locality in which 
Dr. Moorehead discovered the relies. 

Arriving at Chiahia, now Rome, on 
the fifth day of June, 1540. his men. 
ragged and starving, De Soto found 
not the extravagant riches of which 
he had been told, but instead food in 
nlenty, at that time more precious to 
him and his men than riches. 

Many of De Soto’s men died en 
route from what is now Anderson 
county to Chiahia, and were buried 
along the trail. so that diseoverv of 
the relics is lent additional authen- 
ticity. 

Establishment of Chiahia as the 
present site of Rome is eontained in 
a passage from the Hakluyt transla- 
tion * 

“On the 5 dav of June. the Gouren- 
our entered info Chiahia. . . . The 
town was an Island between twa 
armes of a River and was seated hich 
on one of them. The River divideth 
itself into these two branches, two 
crosse-how shots above the town, and 
meeteth again a league telow the 
same. The Plein betweene both the 
branches is sometimes one ¢rosse-bow., 
sometimes t»vo crosse-how shots over.” 

Rome is situated in a crook of the 
river, and such historians 
as TPickett. Irving. Jores. Shea and 
others concede Romé to be the site 
of Chiahia. 

De Sote remained at Chiahia for 
°7T davs, one of the longest. if not 
the longest pause in his marches, ac- 
cording ta accounts of the travels. 
From Chiahia, the Snanish explorer 
nushed on across Alabama and into 
Mississippi where he looked on_ the 
creat “father of waters” anc died.

“It's one step from hell to para- 
dise.”’ 

With this terse statement Jack 
Lance, convicted and sentenced to die 
in the electric chair for the murder 
of Bert Donaldson, crack investigator 
of Solicitor General John A. Boykin, 
Saturday night summed up the torture 
through which he has passed in the 
last 19 months and the happiness of 
freedom which came _ unexpectedly 
Saturday morning when the indict- 
iment against him was quashed by or- 
der of the court. 

“I suffered all the torture of hell, 


mental, physical and spiritual, but 
before God I am innocent of the 
crime which was charged to me,’’ 
Lance said with his first show of 
emotion since meeting his mother 
early in the morning. 

“The humiliation of arrest, the 


staggering realization that I was un- 
der a charge of murder of my _ best 
friend—that is-what Bert was—over- 
whelmed me. I would have died for 
him. He was true blue and a man 
whose word was his bond. There never 
Was a more sincere man. And then 
the gruelling trial through- which I 
confidently expected to be exonerated 
of the charge sapped my vitality. But 
most of all came the crashing realiza- 
tion that a jury in Fulton county 
courts had returned a verdict of first 
degree murder against me. The :en- 
tence came with its awful, depress- 
ing, hopeless surprise, I, an innocent 
man, found guilty, and the words of 
the trial judge rang in my ears. each 
one striking a death-dealing blow.

London, March 24.—(#)—King 
George, accompanied by the queen, 


today carried out a quaint centuries 
old ceremony when he paid a visit 
to “the city” on the occasion of the 
opening of the new headquarters of 
Lloyd's, the world’s largest association 
of underwriters, in Leadenhall street 
not far from the Bank of England. 

A silken cord of red, stretched 
across the roadway at the site of teni- 
ple bar, once a gate of the wall of 
old London, barred the king’s way as 
he and the queen approached in the 
royal carriage, drawn by four horses. 
On the other side was the lord-mayor, 
resplendent in his cloak of ermine 
and crimson velvet, with other city 
officials also in full robes. The king 
wore the undress uniform o: an ad- 
miral of the fleet. 

Spectators gathered there watche:l 
his majesty ask for admittance, just 
as in the days of long ago when the 
city jealously guarded its rights and 
was hemmed in by a wall. ‘They saw 
the lord mayor advance to the side 
of the carriage and present him with 
ithe ancient pearl sword of the city, 
gift of Queen Elizabeth, together with 
its keys, as a symbol of the temporary 
surrender of his rights to his sovereign. 
The king did not take the weapon, 
but merely touched it, indicating its 
restoration to his lordship together 
with the keys. Both the king and the 
queen then said a few gracious words, 
the. cord was lowered and they pro- 
ceeded to Leadenhall street.

Geneva, March 24.—The five ma- 
jor naval powers of the world tonight 
bad before them a note from Great 
Britain urging limitation of battle- 
ships along the lines of the proposed 
cruiser limitation proposals made at 
the unsuccessful Geneva tripartite 
conference last year. 

The note, delivered by Lord Cush- 
endun to the American, French, Ital- 
jan and Japgnese delegates to the 
League of Nations’ preparatory dis- 
armament commisison just before it 
adjourned today, subject to the call 
of its president, was the one con- 
erete result of the nine-day confer- 
ence, 

Cushendun’s note, which proposed 
reduction in the size of battleships 
and guns and extension of the life of 
battleships, contained no definite pro- 
posalg but offered a basis for agree- 
inent. 

The outstanding question at the 
disarmament commission’s meeting 
was the soviet disarmament projects 
—the original one, calling for imme- 
diate total abolition of armaments, 
and a second one calling for partial 


’, disarmament. 


Just before adjournment, the com- 
misison adopted a final resolution de- 
claring it impossible to accept the so- 
viet’s total disarmament project as 
the basis for the commission’s work. 
‘he resolution added that the soviets’ 
partial disarment project will be dis- 
cussed at the next meeting. Maxim 
Litvinoff, chief soviet delegate, had 
demanded discussion upon it imme- 
diately. 

Double Defeat. 


Thus the soviets were handed a 
double defeat in a conference they 
hoped to déminate as they did the De- 
cember disarmament meeting. 

The commission’s next meeting will 
be called by Jonkheer Loudon, of Hol- 
land, its president, when there is suf- 
ficient guarantee that the second 
reading of the league's own disarm- 
ament plan will be successful. This 
step was taken at the insistence of 
Hugh S. Gibson, American ambassa- 
dor to Belgium and chief disarmament 
delegate, who said it would be sul-

Gamblers Gunmen, Alky 

Cookers and Beer Run- 
ners Reap Victory as 
Politicians War.

Chicago, March 24—(United News.) 
Chicago’s gangs have won their fight 
for life. ‘ 

Machine guns, bombs and the politi- 
cal influence of the underworld have 
proved more powerful temporarily, at 
least, than the pressure of civic lead- 
ers endeavoring to end domination of 
the beer runners, the “alky cookers’ 
and the gamblers. 


Gambling houses, closed last De- 
cember as the first move in the city’s | 
attempt to crush the gangs by cutting | 
off their income, are running wide| 


sac | 
open in many sections of the city; | 


the alcohol racket is paying higher | 
profits than ever before; and sawed | 


off shotguns are punishing the enemies | 
of the ruling gangs. 

The murder of “Diamond Joe,” 
Esposito, powerful 25th ward po-i- 
tician who opposed Mayor William 
Hale Thompson, was the most sens:- 
tional result of release of pressure on 
the gangs, but it is overshadowed in 
importance by the unquestioned fact 
that the lid is off on racketeering, 
and the depleted treasuries of the 
gangs are rapidly being refilled. 

The attempt to crush the gangs 
was genuinely credited to pressure 
exerted on the city administration by 
such men as Rufus G. ‘Dawes. broth- 
er of the vice president: Silas Strawn. 
president of the American Bar asso- 
ciation, and other civic leaders who 
resented Chicago’s growing  reputa- 
tion as a wild west frontier town. 

Capone Comes Home. 


They looked to the future and saw 
a need for a second world’s fair in 
1933; and they believed that before 
it could be a success Chicago would 
have to convince the world that ma- 
chine guns and bombs did not rule it. 

The word went out that gambling 
must stop. It is the most lucrative 
profession of the gangsters, the racket 
which kept the treasuries of Al 
Capone, Joe Haltis and such under- 
world rulers overflowing. Gambling 
stopped. Income from other gang ac- 
tivities also was reduced. Capone 
left his Cie¢ero stronghold to wander 
from California to Florida, borrowing 
money from relatives at times because. 
despite his extensive Chicago realty 
holdings, he could not get ready cash. 

The gangs /fought back. A bomb 
damaged the anes of City Controller 
Charles Fitzmorris, second only to 
Mayor Thompson in the city govern- 
ment. Dr. W. H. Reid, a power in 
the Thompson machine, narrowly 
escaped injury when a bomb was 
tossed into his yard. Guards were 
posted around the homes of Thomp- 
son, Commissioner of Police Hughes 
and other city officials.

Africa themselves might aid me in the task which I now un- 


dertake. 

Alleged eye-witneses and writers of 
imaginative fiction have always pre- 
sented substantially one picture of 
Haitian Voodoo—a group of rum- 
maddened, sex crazy blacks, dancing 
by the hight of torches in some secret 
jungle clearing, killing a goat, more 
frequently a human child, drinking 
its blood and devouring its flesh. 

The truth is otherwise, a deeper. 
Voodoo, like every primitive form of 
worship, does include blood sacrifice 
and has its orgiastic phases, but Voo- 
doo is not merely an orgiastic blood 
cult; it a profound religion in 
which nine-tenths of the 3,000,000 
peasants of Black Haiti are sincere 
and reverent believers. 

Seabrook Sees Temple. 

It was only after I had witnessed— 
and participated in—numerous congre- 
gational Voodoo rites that my final 
induction “past the barriers” by blood 
baptism was agreed on. ‘The time was 
set and al preparations made long in 
advance. 

A Friday noon I arrived on horse- 
back by mountain trail at the habi- 
tation of Maman Celia, the officiating 
priestess, who folded me to her old 
withered bosom and cried a little and 
remarked that my shirt needed mend- 
ing. : 

In the compound with its thatch- 
roofed houses and peristyle were al-

There were reasons to be- 
lieve we would not be disturbed, but 
for extra precaution a boisterous, gay 
“danse Congo” was in progress.

FALL TO TESTIFY 


FROM lS RANCH 
THROUGH LETTERS 


Sinclair, Facing Trial 
Alone, Secures Decree 
Permitting Codefendant 
To Make Affidavit. 


APRIL FOURTH SET 
AS DATE OF TRIAL 


Secretary Will Say Hard- 
ing’s Insistence on Leases 
Caused Him To Sign 
Public Property Away. 


Washington, March 24.—(/)—De- 
prived of the testimony of Albert B. 
Fall, because of his illness, Harry F. 
Sinclair today obtained an order from 
Justice Jennings Bailey in District of 
Columbia supreme court permitting 
him to take the oral deposition of the 
former interior secretary to be used 
in Sinclair’s defense against charges 
of conspiring with Fall to defraud the 
government in the Teapot Dome lease. 

The deposition will be taken at 
Fall’s home in El Paso, Texas, on 
March 29 by Daniel Thew Wright, 
who recently came into the case as 
associate counsel for Sinclair. The 
court’s order appointed M. B. Bull, 
a notary public at El Paso, as the 
commissioner to take the testimony 
and provided that only three days’ 
notice: of the intention of the de 
fense need be given the special gov- 
ernment prosecutors, Atlee Pomerene 
and Owen J. Roberts. 

Lawyers Present. 

The deposition will be taken before 
only representatives of the defense and 
prosecutors, George P. Hoover, coun- 
sel for Sinclair said, and will not 
become public until read in court 
here. Wright will depart for El Paso 
tomorrow night. 

Sinclair sought the court order to 
enable him to get the story of the 
Teapot Dome lease from Fall on the 
grounds that it could not be properly 
brought out by written questions. In 
that connection he cited an affidavit 
filed in the case this week during the 
hearing at which Justice Bailey grant- 
ed Fall a continuance, severed the 
cases, denied Sinclair’s motion for a 
two months’ postponement and set 
the date of trial for April. 4. 

Assented Reluctantly, 

This affidavit, submitted by Regi- 
nald W. Ragland, of Sinclair's coun- 
sel, said that Fall, if he were able 
to testify, would say that he had only 
assented to the executive order, which 
enabled Sinclair to lease the oil re- 
serve, reluctantly at the insistence of 
President Harding.

Secretary Refuses To 
Guess at Amount To Be 
Shorn From Payment. 
Experts Not SoSanguine 


Washington, March 24.—(P)—A 
$225,000,000 tax reduction can not be 
had at this session of congress if a 
balanced budget is to be maintained, 
in the opinion of administration tax 
experts who have studied the March 
15 tax receipts. 

Appropriations already made by 
congress, they contend, would make 
such a reduction unsafe and appro- 
priations for flood relief, estimated at 
$40,000,000, will force a substantial 
shaving down of the original figure 
recommended by the treasury. 

In view of these disclosures, treas- 
ury officials plan to go back before 
congress with revised figures that 
probably will call for a reduction of 
between $180,000,000 and $200,000,- 
000. Receipts have come in virtually 
as estimated by the treasury, these 
experts say, but the congressional ap- 
propriations have exceeded the esti- 
mates. 

“But there will be tax reduction at 
this session,” a spokesman said; “just 
what it will be depends on what con- 
gress does.”

DECISION LATER 
NV HIGHWAY CASE 


Authority ef State Road 
Board Is Issue in Hear- 
ing in Jefferson County 
Court. 


Louisville, Ga., March 24.—(P)— 
Authority of the state highway board 
to designate the “Peach Orchard 
Route” between Augusta and Waynes- 
boro as a state highway, involving 
charges that it had exceeded the limit 
of such mileage allowed by law, was 
attacked and defended in Jefferson 
county superior court here today. 

Arguments by representatives of the 
highway commission and 1 group of 
Richmond county property owners 
seeking an injunction to restrain such 
a designation of the route lasted 
throughout the day and well into the 
night, but Judge R. N. Hardeman an- 
nounced that no decision Would be 
rendered until the case has been re- 
viewed, possibly for a week or more. 

The petitioners charged that the 
board illegally had substituted the 
“Peach Orchard Route” for what is 
known as the McBean — road 
connecting the county sea@® of Rich- 
mond and Burke counties, and com- 
tended that if it has such power it 
“may make other substitutions? with 
different roads between the same two 


county seats while other points are 
wholly neglected.” 

The plaintiffs, who hold property 
along the McBean route, also alleged 
that in declaring a seven-mile stretch 
in Richmond county a state aid road, 
the highway board had violated the 
act of 1925 limiting designated state 
roadways to 6, miles. 

Through depositions and oral testi- 
mony the highway board answered the 
charges by denying that any “substi- 
tution” had been made or that the 
legal limit of state highways had been 
exceeded. 

The defendants set out that the 
“Peach Orchard Route” was the only 
road ever designated between the two 
county seats; and declared that a 
state highway department map cited 
by the plaintiffs as showing that the 
McBean route had been designated 
and aproved originally merely was to 
indieate that a state aid road was te 
be designated between Augusta and 
Waynesboro, not that the road was 
to run by McBean,-or any other point. 

Further, the board averred in tes- 
timony and through statements of its 
members, that the “Peach Orchard 
Route” offered topographic and other 
advantages, including federal aid, over 
the so-called McBean route. 

Referring to the charge of exces- 
sive state highway mileage, the de- 
fendants declared that the seven-mile 
stretch in Richmond county connect- 
ing the “‘ Peaeh Orchard Route” with 
highway No. 24 was designated when 
state aid road mileage was only 5,- 
966. The answer also asserted that 
483 miles of roads in towns and cities 
of 2,250 pepentivn or less is no 
part of the 6,300 mile limit of state 
aid roads.

WASHINGTON SILENT 
ON NEW PROPOSAL, 

Washington, March 24.—(4)—The 
British government’s proposal for the 
reduction in size of battleships and 
their guns, and extension of the lift 
of such vessels went without official 
comment here today, pending receipt 
of official dispatches from Minister 
Hugh Gibson.

NEWEST CRUISER 
OF 10,000 TONNAGE 


Tokyo, March 24,—(?)—Japan’s 
third 10,000-ton cruiser, the Haguro, 
was launched at Nagasaki today. 


The Haguro is one of the first- 
class cruisers provided for under the 
19283 and 1924 naval programs. Two 
were commissioned in .1927, the Na- 
chi and Myoko.

Propose To Shift 
Federal Control 
Of Twenty Parks 


Washington, March 24, — (P)— 
Twenty famous national military 
parks and monuments, including Get- 
tysburg, Fort McHenry. Md., Antie- 
tam battlefield, and Lincoln's birth- 
place, would be transferred from the 
jurisdiction of the war department to 
the national park service, interior de- 
partment, under recommendations by 
the secretaries of those departments. 

The proposed» transfer, which 
would consolidate the famous parks 
and monuments under the staff of the 
national park service, is to be pre- 
sented to congress within a few days. 
A tentative bill has been drawn, 
copies of which have been sent to 
Senator Nye, republican, North Da- 
kota. and Representative Sinnott, re- 
publican, Oregon, 

Under the transfer the areas, ag- 
gregating 13,721 acres, would be 
called “national historical parks,’’ and 
developed as such. The present guards 
would be continued but the parks and 
monuments would be maintained un- 
der the park service corps of experts. 

It is not proposed to take over all 
of them, but the 20 comprise prob- 
ably the most historic warring 
grounds of the United States west of 
the Hudson river. , 

Among the military parks which 
would be affected are Chickamagua 
and Chattanooga, in Georgia and Ten- 
nessee; Shiloh and Stone river, Ten- 
nessee; Vicksburg, Miss.: Guilford 
courthouse and Moore's creek, North 
Carolina, and Petersburg, Fredericks- 
burg and Spotsylvania, Virginia.

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Boston, March 24.—(#)—Forty 
navy yard tables, each containing per- 
sonal effects of a man who died on the 


sunken submarine §-4, today contra- 
dicted the aphorism, “Dead men tell 
no tales.” . 

Each table told a dramatic story 
about the 40 victims, The piles -of 
sodden clothing were grim reminders 
of the submarine tragedy, but more 
poignant were the personal posses- 
sions. There were cameras, watches, 
pens, photographs of wives, sweet- 
hearts and children, and letters. 

Other articles dug out of the slime 
of the raised S-4 indicated the hobbies 
of the dead men. Among these were 
stamp albums, foreign coin collec- 
tions, a pair of roller skates, books 
of all sorts and a baseball bat. 

On the tables allotted to three of 
the four officers were their swords. 
The table which bore the name <« 
Lieutenant Joseph A. McGinley, ex- 
ecutive officer on the §S-4, held his 
commission as an officer in the navy 
and also a certificate which states 
that he was married to Adeline Clark, 
in Chicago, on June 14, 1923. 

Lieutenant Thomas Wylley and a 
corps of assistants have assembled the 
personal property of each of the dead 
men. When the work is completed 
all of the personal effects including 
the clothing—for navy men purchase 
their own equipment—will be steril- 
ized and shipped to the next of kin 
of the dead owner. 

Only one article was found on the 
S-4 which could not be identified. This 
is a Mystic Shriner’s fez bearing the 
name of El Zagal Temple, of Fargo. 
N. TD). It was neatly rolled in a small 
red bag. 

Today newspaper men were per- 
mitted to inspect the interior of the 
S-4 for the first time since she was 
raised. Everything was coated with 
oil and slime and every bit of metal 
not protected by paint was found 
rusted and pitted by the salt water 
and acid from the ruined batteries. 

An inspection of the control room 
revealed the reason why the subma- 
rine sank. A ruptured ventilation 
pipe indicated exactly how the water 
poured directly down on the main 
switchboard on the starboard _ side. 
The board’s discolored switches bore 
evidence of the flashes and explosions 
which then resulted and caused th 
gas which forced the crew to abandon 
the only compartment in which they 
had a chance to work their rammed 
boat to the surface. 

The hole in the hull, seen from the 
inside, indicated that the water slow- 
ly entered. the battery room, rather 
than poured in, since at no point is 
there an opening more than a few 
inches wide, due to the jammed kee! 
of the coast guard destroyer Paulding 
which blocked much of the puncture. 

A general survey of the submarine 
made it appear that virtually all of 
the delicate electrical equipment and 
engines were ruined beycnd ‘repair. 


PEOPLE OF DETOUR 
END SNOW SIEGE 
SINCE FEBRUARY 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., March 24. 
(P)\—The 600 residents of Detour, 
snowbound since February 29, re- 
joiced today over the reopening of a 
highway into the village by a state 
snow plow. 

First food supplies to reach the 
community by road since it became 
isolated arrived late yesterday from 
Sault Ste Marie, relieving u new short- 
age that threatened because of failure 
of any relief expeditions to reach the 
village in nearly a week. 

Near exhaustion after three days 
and nights of strenuous effort, a crew 
of 12 men headed by Henning Ander- 
son, state highway engineer, of Mack- 
inaw City, and John Winter, a high- 
way foreman, plowed into the village 
yesterday and were welcomed oy 
cheers from the inhabitants. 

Since its isolation, the village had 
been reached only with meager provi- 
sions by an army airplane, which be 
came disabled after two trips a week 
ago: by a dog team; a snow motor 
expedition sent out by a Sault Ste. 
Marie newspaper, and by a group of 
farmers from Drummond Islend. 
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Lewis, Atascadero, Calif., real estate 
promoter, was found guilty in federal 
court here today on charges of using 
the mails to defraud.

MUSSOLINI PUTS 
LIFE INTO BOOK 


Rome, March 24.—(#)—Premier 
Mussolini’s autobiography, telling the 
story of many of the stirring inci- 
dents in the fascist leader’s life, is in 
the process of preparation. 

Nearly half of the book, which first 
will be published in the United States, 
has been dictated by the premier and 
its translation by Richard@ Washburn 
Child, férmer American‘ ambassador 
to Italy, is going on rapidly. 

Mussolini had refused every request 
that he write his biography. but Mr. 
Child more than five months ago con- 
vinced the premier that he should 
undertake the task. It was not easy. 
however, to make him carry out the 
practical part. 

Works 16 Hours Daily. 


The Italian premier works about 
16 hours a day on state affairs, de- 
voting litle time to his meals. Dur- 
ing the. remainder of the 24 hours, 
unless indulging in physical exercise, 
which is for him a relaxation, he 
sleeps. 

When Mussolini at last began, dic- 
tating , haphazard, whenever it was 
convenient, some episodes of his ad- 
venturous life, he himself became in- 
terested in the progress of his work 
and now nearly half of the autobiog- 
raphy is written.

Berlin, March 24.—(Chicago Trib- 
une.)—A most terrible exposure of 
medical experiments on children, 
leading to gruesome deaths, bas been 


published in the paper Welt Am 

bend, over a medical correspondent’s 
signature. The exposure shows how 
children, varying from babies to ado- 
lescents, are deliberately infected with 
diseases or injected with “trial 
drugs,” allegedly in the interests of 
science, 

Sometimes these children practically 
are sold for the purpose by poverty- 
stricken parents. 

Extracts from Reports. 

The exposure consists almost whol- 
ly of extracts from official hospital 
reports and papers published in med- 
ical reviews. Thus, the directors of a 
Berlin children’s hospital reports: 
“We injected phosphates organic and 


inorganic into rachitie and unrachit- 
ie children, including sucklings, also 
'two healthy children.” 

In trying experiments with drastic 
diets, two doctors state: “We chose 
healthy habies, some of, whom 
were placed at our disposal by par- 
The experi- 


ments were stopped as soon as defi- 
nite rise in temperature took place.” 

Directors at Dusseldorf children’s 
hospitals report “having determined 
the effect of preparation § against 
anthrax, it was interesting to see the 
effect on human beings. We injected 
up to 12 eubie centimeters in mori- 
bund children.” 

Tonsils Are Painted. 

The house pbysician of Virchow 
hospital, Berlin, relates: “We painted 
the tonsils of children with mucous 
from scarlatina pa&tients, filtered 
through a new process, finding the 
result negative; in which case the 
poor little unwitting patients fared 
better than most. 

Virulent tuberculosis bacilli injec- 
tions were referred to-by another re- 
search .worker in a passage which 
read, “I made the injections as an 
experiment. The result of further 
observations is that four died within 
six months.” 

The author of the exposure, Dr. 
Julius Moses, states that the forego- 
ing is only a fragment of the mass

Victims of the bandits said that the 
men operated as coolly and methodi- 
cally as did the followers of Cole 
Younger and Jesse James in the days 
when those survivors of civil war 
guerrilla bands preyed wpon the com- 
munities of western Missouri and eastf- 
ern Kansas. There were about 50 
highwaymen commanded by two no- 
torious outlaws. 

One of the leaders is known as “the 
One Eyed.” ‘The other is called sim- 
ply “the Negro,”

RejoicesonIndependenceDay 


All Greece feasts today, March 285, 
anil gaiety runs riot among the mil- 
lions of. Athenians, for this is the 
day of Greek independence. 

“It is on this day that Greece 
feels closer to the hearts of all Ameri- 
ea,’ said George. Zachiariades, grad- 


uate student at Emory university. 

“We feel that we are brothers in na- 
tional 1 because on this day in 
1821, 127 years ago, Greek soldiers 
drove out the Turks, and Athens and 
the rest of Greece became free agfin.’’ 

George, 28 years old, came to 
Emory two years ago from the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, which he en- 
tered on coming to America in 1922. 
While he was in school in his native 
| Greece he was selected from a large 
number of sidents as one of the 
most promising youths of that coun- 
try and was sent to America to study. 

Since coming to America he has 
continued the fine record he estab- 
lished in Greece. While still at the 
University of Pittsburgh, where he 
spent two years, he was selected by 
the Greek colony of that city and 
sent to Emory university to continue 
his studies along religious lines, al- 
though he is not in theology. He now 
is engaged in working for his master 
of arts degree, having completed 
everything necessary for his A. B. 
degree with the exception of a reading 
knowledge test in French, Spanish 
or German, which is required of all 
undergraduates. 

Family in Greece. 

Back home George has mother 
and a father, three sisters and two 
brothers, His father is a minister in 
the Greek Orthodox church in Athens. 
One of his brothers is a lawyer, and 
the other is a student of chemistry 
in the University of Athens. George

As Maman Celia was invested as 
priestess, she stood rigid before the 
altar, breathing sharply, and now she 
began a hissing, with intake and out- 
take of breath, and the chant changed: 

Ayidah, serpent goddess; 
Come like the lightning flash! 

I looked for Maman Celia’s sweet, 
familiar, gentle face, but 1 saw only 
a rigid mask. As the chant shrilled, 
she whirled three times and fell pros- 
trate before the altar with her lips 
pressed against the earth. 

On the ‘earth between priestess and 
altar the papaloi now traced a geo- 
mantic design with cornmeal and in 
its angles poured wine, water and oil, 
while invocations were sung to Dam- 
balla, Loco, Agoue, Ougoun and all 
the old gods. Many of them are very 
beautiful. 

Sacrifices Made. 

Now the _ tethered beasts 
brought in for the sacrifice. It be- 
gan with the two red cocks, then the 
black, next the white turkey and the 
doves. 

Each was handled reverently, gently 
by the papaloi. Kneeling before the 
altar, he traced on the bird’s back a 
symbol with cornmeal, then with 
wine and water. 

One of the small sweet cakes was 
and each bird must peck 
hand.

was awaited patiently. Then the 
priestess arose and whirled dancing 
with the cock held by head and feet 
in upstretched hands, wings wildly 
fluttering. 

With a sudden twist its head was 
torn off, its blood sprinkled before 
its body tossed quickly 
into the anteroom.

The goat was then untethered and 
led to the left of the altar, where he 
was held facing the celebrants, as I 
faced them from the right. He was a 
small, sturdy young goat with big, ter- 
rified blue eves. At first he bleated 
and struggled, for the odor of death 
was in the air, but finally he stood 
quiet, wide-eyed, bewildered, while 
red ribbons were twined in his little 
horns, his hoofs annointed with wine 
and sweet scented oils, and an old 
woman who had come from far over 
the mountain for this one part in the 
ceremony sat before him crooning a 
song which might-have been a baby’s}, 
lullaby. 

Goat Symbolizes Human _ Victim. 

Now all chanting ceased and the 
papaloi, sitting down before the goat 
so that his face was on a level with 
its own, addressed to it a long, gentle 
He told the little goat that 
it would soon pass through the final 
gates and instructed jt concerning its 
conduct on the other side. 

Upon its forehead he now traced a 
symbol, first with white flour and 
afterward with blood of the doves. A 
young unmarried daughter of Maman 
Celia placed herself animal-like on 
hands and knees, her forehead almost 
touching that of the goat. MRitnal 
words were said above them both: 
their identity is mystically merged by 
these words; the goat is to die in 
her stead. Tears are streaming down 
Maman Celia’s cheeks. A bymn was 
sung. 

A green leafy branch was present- 
ed to the goat and after an interm- 
inable time he nibbled at one of the 
leaves. Maman Celia, the priestess, 
held a wooden bowl. The goat's: head 
was lifted up, the papaloi drew a 
sharp-edged machete quickly, deeply 


across its throat and the blood gushed | (#) 


into the bowl.

The bow! was laid on the altar, 
and the body of the animal imme- 
diately removed. The chanting sbrill- 


ed into minor chords and my own 
name was mingled for the first time 
with the Creole words; they were 
praging Legba to open wide the gates 
for me. Damballa to. receive me, » 

I kneeled before the altar. Maman 


Celia whose face I no longer knew 
whirled around me. An old black 
man whose face I had never known 
before and who had been sitting silent, 
arose with a sort of surplice thrown 
over hig shoulders. There was abso- 
lute ee Hie laid his hand upon 
my hedd, and I heard his voice speak- 
ing, neither in Creole nor the almost 
forgotten language of old Guinea, but 
deep, low and clear, Latin invoea- 
tions from Christian liturgy. 

A mark was traced upon my brow 
with fine white flour. Oil, water and 
Wine were poured upon my head. I 
was given to eat from the little cakes 
upon the altar; and then, accompan- 
ied by the words of an African ritual 
older far than Latin, the priest dip- 
ped his fingers in the wooden bowl 
and traced on my forehead the bloody 
Vodoo cross. 

Then he lifted the bow], hesitated for 
a moment as if in doubt, and picked 
up a spoon, But Maman Celia in- 
terfered angrily. The bow] itself 
was lifted to my lips, and three times 
I drank. The blood has a_ clean, 
warm, salty taste. The papaloi lift- 
ed the egg from the altar and placed 
it in Maman Celia’s hand. With the 
egg she jraced a cross upon my fore- 
head, and dashed it to the earth. The 
ceremony was finished. 

Maman Celia tore off her head- 
dress, sank to the ground beside me, 
put her arms around me, and cried, 

“Legba, Papa Legba, open wide the 
gates for this my little one.” 

People Share Rite. 

It was black night when we emerg- 
ed from the houmfort. The Congo 
dance was still in progress. Toward 
midnight it ceased. The rada drums 
were brought from the temple. An 
outside altar was erected beneath ‘he 
peristyle, before which sat a chorus 
of twenty women dressed in white. 

More than a hundred people now 
crowded round. With heads and 
shoulders rocking, the women in white 
chanted, full voiced, symphonie with 
weird minor harmonies, “Damballa 
mande ou pardon” (Lord we beg Thee 
to forgive our sins.) ‘There was 
beauty and a sort of shivering terror 
in their voices, Presently all the 
company joined in singing, 


“Damballa, if you ask us for a cock, 

“Behold it is here, 

“Dambella, if you ask us for a goat, 

“Behold it is here. 

“But if vou ask us for a goat with- 
out horns, 

“Where can we find it?’ 

Dance Ends Ritual. 

Dazed animals, bleating, shrilling 
in the uproar, garlanded, robed with 
lace, some with lighted candles fasten- 
ed to their horns, are led to the altar 
and sacrificed. . 

The women in white pass proces- 
sionally before the altar singing and 
blood was sprinkled, dashed upon their 
heads by the papaloi. The drums 
boom. The whole crowd, frenzied, 
singing, milled before the altar un- 
til all were purified. 

A woman shrieked piercingly and 
fell upon her face. Space was clear- 
ed for her and she leaped up dancing. 
Papa Legba had opened the gates for 
her. Others entered the ecstatic 
trance, 

The purely religious ceremonial 
ended. The dancing became orgias- 
tic. Raw rum began to circulate. The 
Rada drums boomed and roared, and 
when the sun rose bright above the 
mountain tops, the drums were still 
booming.

“Now that schools throughout the 
Tnited States are beginning to make 
their selections of speakers in the in- 
ternational oratorical contest,” the 
letter states, “they are urged to bear 
in mind the importance of the ten-min- 
ute time limit. Particular emphasis 
should be placed on the fact that 
the time required for the effective de- 
livery of a speech increases with the 
size of the auditorium in which the 


contestants will be heard as they go | 


higher and higher in the competition.” 

For instance: A speech Tequiring 
exactly ten minutes for delivery in a 
small meeting place will be spoiled if 
the speakers attempt to deliver it in 
a large auditorium. Here is the rea- 
son, aceording to expert observations 
of numerous public speakers; and it 
is highly important that entrants in 
the contest observe this: 

In a large building a speaker must 
apace his words out more carefully; 
must heighten his effects by pauses; 
must. guard against  reverberations 
caused by words traveling too closely 
after one another. 

In other words, it is the safer course 
for the speaker to cut down his speech

as nearly as possible make and 
maintain an equal allocation of broad- 
casting licenses, of bands of frequency 
or wave-lengths, of periods of time for 
operation, and of station power, to 
each of said zones when and in 80 
far as there are applications therefor ; 
and shall make a fair and equitable 
allocation of licenses, wave-lengths, 
time for operation; and station pow- 
er to each of the states, the District 
of Columbia, the territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States within 
each zone, according to population. 

“The licensing authority shall carry 
into effect the equality of broadcast- 
ing service hereinbefore directed, 
whenever necessary or proper, by 
granting or refusing licenses or re- 
newals of licenses, by changing pe- 
riods of time for operation, and by 
increasing or decreasing station pow- 
er, when applications are made for 
licenses or renewals of licenses: Pro- 
vided, that if and when there is a 
lack of applications from any zone 
for the proportionate share of licenses, 
wave-lengths, time of operation, or 
station power to which such zone is 
entitled, the licensing authority may 
issue licenses for the balance of the 
proportion not applied for from any 
zone to applicants from other zones 
for a temporary period of 90 days 
each, and shall specifically designate 
that said h pportionment is only for 
said temporary period. Allocations 
shall be charged to the state, district, 
territory, or possession wherein the 
studio of the station is located, and 
not where the transmitter is located.”

coach is of more importance than the matter of the college president. 
The average reader of college news can name the football coaches of any 
of the college presidents. . For instance, there are millions who know 
that Mr. Knute Rockne is footba'i coach of Notre Dame but are in the 
dark as to anything else concerning this university. 
ask, “What of it?” but there are a few conservative persons who insist 
that a college should have something besides a football team. No doubt 
Norte Dame has much more, but‘its other advantages are kept par- 
ticularly quiet. . 

In the dull season there have been numerous anecdotes broadcast 
concerning Mr. Rockne and his coaching methods. Knowing Rockne 
fairly well and being quite fond of him, I am inclined to believe that many 
of these yarns are fiction. Certainly some of them would rather indicate 
that the coach of Notre Dame hardly is the type of man to be given this 
sort of authority over young men of college age—and that is an injustice 
to Mr. Rockne; 


Here is one of the sample anecdotes: 

“Again Knute Rockne raises a cry against the ‘Hollywood athletes’ 
and ‘mezzanine floor hurdlers’ that, he says, infest eastern colleges. He 
might have added that they also infest some of the mid-western colleges, 
as at least a half dozen of his prominent coaching rivals could tell him. 
These coaches look with envy on Rockne, who, with his principles of 
blood and iron, is so agreeably situated at Notre Dame. There is some- 
thing to be said for the coach who points out that Rockne should be 
able to turn out winning teams on the canfpus at South Bend with its 
isolation from the town and its life that makes for physical hardness. 
Such a coach looks upon Rockne’s surroundings as ideal, but even so, 
the fire-eating Knute occasionally finds cause for complaint. 

“A visitor at South Bend last year looked on the Notre Dame players 
and found them almost all wearing stubblés of beard. It seems that a 
tew days before, Rockne had ranted at some of them for shaving before 
practice, even going so far as to declare that he detected the odor of 
talcum powder on them. 

“*Next thing you know,’ he snorted, ‘you guys will be wearing 
lingerie and spraying yourselves with perfume. What do you think we’re 
playing out here—bean bag?’ 

‘“‘A word from the master was sufficient. 
were tousle-headed and unshaven.”’ 
Absolving Mr. Rockne for any responsibility for this anecdote, 1 
am wondering if the author thinks that the young men of Notre Dame 
would be any better as football players because of the tousled hair and 
the stubble beard. Of course it is true that Mr. Jack Dempsey, the 
former heavyweight champion of the world, is wont to pickle his face 
in brine and to develop a stubble beard for his prize fights. 

It is nothing new with Mr. Dempsey. Battling Nelson used to de- 
velop a wire-haired beard in preparation for his fights.

PLANE ARRIVE 


Arrival late Saturday afternoon at 
Candler field of a Pitcairn company 
airplane, the first to be assigned to 
this city for the route between At- 
lanta and New York, marks an im- 
portant step towards definitely estab- 
lishing the air mail service here and 
forecasts an early beginning of work. 

The plane is fully equipped and 
similar to the numerous other air mail 
planes in use in other sections of the 
country. It bears the inscription 
“U. S. Air Mail” on both sides. 

It is a single seater with ample 
space for mail pouches and is equip- 
ped with the latest whirlwind motor 
and capable of making a speed of ap- 
proximately 135 miles an hour. : 

With the arrival of the new ship 
Candler field now has more than a 
dozen planes in the three large han- 
gars. ready for any service to the 
public. The majority of the planes 
are privately owned but are licensed 
for commercial use. * 

In addition to its new mail plane, 
the Pitcairn company has_ several 
other planes that have been in use at 
Candler field for some time. The 
new machine has been placed in the 
large hangar and can be inspected by 
the general public. 

A new monoplane landed on the 
field late Friday afternoon from 
Florida, piloted by O. G. Harned, of 
Wichita, Kansas, and left early Satur- 
day morning for Kansas. 

Actual operation of the New York- 
Atlanta air mail route is expected to 
start by April 15, according to offi- 
cials of the Piteairn Aviation com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, holders of the 
mail contract. Test flying on the 
route may start this week, in order 
that the mail pilots may acquaint 
themselves with the route. | 

James G. Ray, operations manager 
of the aviation company, is expected 
to arrive at Candler field this after- 
noon in one of the Mailwing planes 
of the type which will be placed in 
the mail route service. Mr. Ray will 
inspect the hangar and equipment, at 
Candler field.

Mr. Smith had resided in Atlanta 
since 1861 and had lived at his Lu- 
cile avenue residence for the past 40 
years. He was the son of J. Henley 
and Senith Lavina Smith, dnd was 
born about two miles east of Toccoa 
Falls, Habersham county, March 1. 
1849, 

The family moved to Elbert county 
when he was a year old, and in 1861 
moved to Atlanta. Mr. Smith attend- 
ed schoo] in the basement of the Pres- 
byterian church on Marietta street, 
which at that time was located where 
the Federal Reserve bank now stands. 

In 1863 the family returned to El- 


bert county, and in 1864 he joined the 
“Georgia cadets” and was given mili- 
tary training until the spring of 1865, 
when he entered the Confederate 
army. In the retreat from Milledge- 
ville, because of Sherman’s invasion, 
he spent the night at the home of 
Judge Linton Stephens, and _ while 
there he and Governor Joe Brown 
learned cf the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. He was mus&stered out 
of the service at the age of 16 and 
returned to his home in Elbert connty. 

He resumed his studies in Atlanta 
in 1866 under Dr. A. B. Brumby, 
and entered the University of Geor- 
gia January, 1868, being graduated 
in June, 1870. 

Among his classmates at the nuniver- 
sity were ex-Governor Nat FE. Harris, 
for many years a trustee of Georgia 
Tech; Walter B. Hill, later chancellor 
of the university, and Washington 
Dessau. 

After leaving the university he was 
one of a party who surveyed the route 
of the Georgia Pacific railroad from 
Atlanta to Birmingham, and later en- 
tered newspaper work with The At- 
lanta Sun. Subsequently he was em- 
ployed in the Fulton county tax re- 
ceiver’s office. 

In 1875 he married Miss Ellie 
P. Carleton, of Union Point, and in 
1880 entered the employ of D. Apple- 
ton and company, publishers, through 
their Atlanta branch. When that con- 
cern was absorbe@® by the American 
Book company, he and Major J. Van 
Holt Nash were appointed southern 
managers, 

He organized the Southern School 
Book Depository in 1897 and since

ON LICENSE DODGERS 


Warning to real estate operators 
who have failed to obtain their 1928 
broker and salesman licenses as re- 
quired by law that they would meet 
with the same fate meted out to a 

oup of local dealers haled into court 

st week, was issued Saturday by 
J. B. Everett, inspector of the Geor- 
gia real estate commission. 

Inspector Everett, in charge of see- 
fing that brokers, associate brokers 

‘and salesmen in the real estate busi- 
ness in the several counties to which 
the law establishing the commission 
applies comply with the licensing and 

- ther phases of the act, is determined 
‘to carry these duties into effect, he 
 gtated. 
. Shortly after the first of the year, 
wwhen 1927 licenses had expired, Mr. 
Everett announced he would try to 
bring about a stringent enforcement 
of the laws. Warrants were taken 
out recently against five real estate 
dealers and firms said to be operat- 
ing without the special real estate li- 
cense, which calls for a fee of $25 
for brokers and $5 for salesmen. In 
four cases tried before Judge Luther 
Z. Rosser last week Inspector Ever- 
ett recommended leniency because 
they were the first offenses. As a 
result the charges were dropped on 
condition that the defendants pay 
court costs of $10.35 in each case and 
obtain their licenses immediately. 

“In the future our office will take 
@ more severe stand in prosecuting 
violators of the real estate act,” Mr. 
Everett said. “I intend to take out 
warrants against every real estate 
operator who has not complied with® 
the law in order that those dealers 
duly observing the law Will not be 
handicapped,” the inspector asserted.

In order to assist real estate opera- 


‘tors to establish permanent public 


playgrounds in new residential devel- 
opments, the Harmon foundation has 
set aside $40,000 for grants to develop- 
ers during 1928, according to an an- 
nouncement of the Playground and 
Recreation Association of America, 
The association will administer the 
plan of awards. 

Application for a grant from this 
Harmon playfield fund may be made 
by any developer of a residential sub- 
division in anv city in the United 
States. No limit is set definitely to 
the size of the grant, which may be 
made to any one developer, but it is 
intended to divide the 1928 appropri- 
ation among not less than 20 residen- 
tial developments which qualify. 


City Benefited. 


This offer results from experimental 
work recently financed by the Har- 
mon foundation with the purpose of 
demonstrating to real estate men the 
economic advantage of playground pro- 
vision. “But it has been the observa- 
tion of the Harmon foundation that 
city authorities, 
quire public lands after a neighbor- 
hood has been heavily built up, will 
often hesitate to accept the land which 
a developer offers at a time when 
values are low and the popul 
yet to arrive,” according to William E. 
Harmon, president of the foundation. 

“While the immediate advantages to 
ithe operator in this course of proced- 
ure are obvious, the city stands event- 
ually to gain even more. It secures, 
without cost—other than remitted 
taxes—a piece of land which in a 
few years could be purchased only at 
a figure that would perhaps be pro- 
hibitive. With the rapid growth of 
our cities and the even more rapid in- 
crease in land values, it has become 
obvious that the only way to obtain 
adequate community recreation centers 
is to secure the land well in advance 
of the actual need, when it is low in 
cost. 

Offers Funds. 

“Strangely enough, the difficulty to- 
day lies not so much in obtaining gifts 
of land from operators and others; 
rather, it consists in persuading the 
city authorities to accept the acreage 
prior to the time when it will be a 
vital public need. 

“In seeking to solve this dilemma 
the Harmon foundation has reached 
the conclusion that much may be ac- 
complished’ by offering qualified op- 
erators ready cash funds with which to 
improve their playgrounds in such a 
manner as to make them readily ac- 
ceptable to the city authorities. This 
does not mean that awards made direct 
to city authorities for establishing pub- 
lic playgrounds will cease.. More than 
one hundred Harmon fields have been 
established in the United States in 
the last six years, and further grants 
for this purpose may also be made 
in 1928.”

Mrs. A. O. Granger, state chair- 
man of international relations for the 
state federation, issues the following 
ecard regarding this subject. She 
says: ; 

“T hope that all the clubs are keep- 


ing up with the work in regard to 
our international relations! Not a 
day passes without something to call 
one’s attention to the other nations 
of the world and it is one’s duty as 
a citizen to consider the questions aris- 
ing from things which seem almost 
trivial. The other day there was 
word of a distinguished foreigner who 
was to be in Atlanta to meet the 
foreign trade council. From China 
comes word of the need for help from 
the famine conditions and also - the 
grand news that in spite of bandits 
and looting still going on in places 
the work of the hospitals and uni- 
versities founded by help from America 
is going on successfully and more 
Americans are helped to return to 
their work. And speaking of China, 
makes one think of its long years of 
struggle against opium and the dread- 
ful curse which it is to the country— 
and that it was taken to that won- 
derful land from the special desires for 
making large fortunes by people who 
were supposed to be able to teach the 
Chinese how to better themselves. Now 
the curse is coming to us and opium 
and its derivatives are filling our 
streets with people who wish to tempt 
even school. children, while the fed- 
eral penitentiaries are burdened to 
take care of the drug addicts who are 
sentenced in United States courts. 

“I beg that you -will all get and 
study this subject especially and that 
our women will join, in the nation- 
wide campaign for the erection of na- 
tional narcotic hospitals for those con- 
victed in federal courts instead of 
continuing to condemn to United 
State penitentiaries for improperly 
measured tefms which cannot enable 
them to be cured of the awful crav- 
ing. Yet they are crowding our peni- 
tentiaries. Write to our senators and 
congressmen and urge them to work 
for house bill No. 78, providing for an 
| investigation of the narcotic situation 
and the much needed hospitals. The 
women can do anything for our coun- 
try upon which they will unite their 
forces and work with good men. Let 
us drive out narcotic except the very 
small amount needed for medical 
work.”

Looking back over 20 years we see 
an earnest group of women gathered 
in the home of Mrs. Frank Wood- 
ruff, talking over a suggestion she had 
brought to them. She _ had invited 
those known to be vitally interested 
in education, Mrs. H. B. Wey, Mrs. 
Robert Park, Mrs. J. K. Ottley, Mrs. 
Bolling Jones, Mrs. McCabe, Mrs. 
Warren Boyd, Mrs. Robert Zatmer, 
and her suggestion was to form a 
loan fund by means of which girls 
without means might acquire an edu- 
cation, Their approval was ,in deeds, 
as well as words, for a fund of $50 
was raised then and. there, and made 
the nucleus of the $29,000 we now 
have. Thirty-five dollars was loaned 
that year and that girl heads a pro- 
cession of 385. It would be interesting 
to know what became of her, but she 
has passed out of sight and we can- 
not trace her. We do know, however, 
that some of the girls have gone into 
the remote districts, where they show- 
ed the mothers how to dress their 
children and how, by hanging up a 
counterpane, a little privacy may be 
secured even in a one-room cabin, and 
how to make biscuit that isn’t yellow 
with soda. 

Then the girls who take the H. EB. 
course show the farmers’ wives how 
to can fruit and vegetables that are 
plentiful in one season, and have 
them to help out the lean months. So 
the procession goes on—some fall by 
the wayside—fail to meet their obli- 
gations and we see them no more, 
but their places are filled by other 
earnest, hard working girls.

THE PLANTING SEASON OPENS. 

This is planting season in Geor- 
gia. From an economic viewpoint, 
as involving the welfare of all the 
people, no other season is so im- 
portant. The mistakes now are dif- 
ficult to remedy. 


First and foremost in any pro- 
gram, whether large or small acre- 
ages are being prepared and whether 
on specialty or general farms, should 
be a balancing of production. That 
is to say, the provision for the 
year’s domestic demands for food 
and feed productions. The smoke- 
houses and the barns ‘should always 
have a first appeal, for it can avail 
nothing to grow other crops for the 
mere purpose of converting them 
into supplies that can be grown bet- 
ter and cheaper at home and with- 
out the curtailment of the so-called 
“money-crop” production. 


He is an improvident farmer, 
whatever his local marketing condi- 
tions may be, who does not coordi- 
nate his operations on a systematic, 
businesslike basis. To do this nat- 
urally means making the money 
crops surpluses to as great a de- 
gree as is humanly and physically 
possible. 

Cotton producers in Georgia 
Should not become excited at the 
pink boll worm — situation—ad- 
mittedly bad though it is—that ex- 
ists in Texas, and plant heavy acre- 
ages on the theory that production 
is going to be so reduced that fall 
spot prices will sharply advance. In 
the first place Georgia cotton farm- 
ers are not immune from the Texas 
pink boll worm, even in 1928.., 
There is no disposition to become 
alarmed as to immediate infesta- 
tion, but it should not be over- 
lookeg that Georgia farmers pro- 


duce®more than 50 per cent of 


seven-eighths-inch staple cotton, 
nearly all of which is sold on grade 
markets and shipped outside of the 
State, whereas the Georgia mills, 
most of which consume a fifteen- 
sixteenths-inch staple and _ better, 
must necessarily import the bulk 
of their raw cotton. Most of this 
comes from Texas, and most of it 
from zones where boll worm infeésta- 
tion was bad even in 1927. There- 
fore the possibilities of importing 
the pink boll worm jin Georgia—or 
having already done so—are great. 
That is one of-the chief concerns of 
the state board of entomologists’ 
watch tower today. 

Again, the boll weevil we have 
with us and always will. The in- 
ications are, judging from estab- 
lished conditions in the past, the in- 
festation this year will be heavy. 
That is the viewpoint of experts 
with the United States department 
in Washington and of those in 
Georgia. Boll weevil control meth- 


ods have been emphasized time and 4 bacon, 


again, but there is no day in the 
cotton-growing season when _ it 
Should not be before the farmer. 
First step should be the prepara- 
tion of a good seed bed with only 
pedigreed seed. And in this the 
seven-eighths-inch staple mistake 
can also be overcome. The second 
step is preparation for poison, when 
the time comes, as it will. Early 
preparation for war, especially on 
the boll weevil, fs always advisable. 
The next step after the area is 
planted is intensive cultivation. And 
this must be provided for in the 
planting. Intensive cultivation 
means from five to ten acres to the 
plow.

The 
wrangle has descended to a contest 
over theories as to what government 
operation could produce and as_ to 
the wiser and business-like plan of 
leasing the’ plant for power produc- 
tion and distribution under govérn- 
ment regulation. 

Neither plan is ideal, or even sci- 
entific, and the prospect is that con- 
gress will fail to legislate any use 
of the vast plant and it will degen- 
erate into a total loss to the people 
and their treasury. 

And yet every mother’s son of these 
horse-playing congressmen is going 
back home to plead his superior effi- 
ciency and demand that his “states- 
manship” shall be rewarded by re- 
election !

The tracing of the Liberty bonds 
from the fraudulent Continental Trad- 
ing company, directly to the republic- 

——_ an campaign treas- 
Bs ury, .,has so many 
evil implications as 
to form one of: the 
most disturbing re- 
velations in Amer- 
ican polities. It is 
_very much more 
significant than 
the discovery of a 
number of dishon- 
est men in a po- 
litical party. It is 
the unveiling of a 
vicious relation- 
ship between a po- 
: litical party and 
large business interests. 
It is startlingly significant that 
the man who gave the largest contri- 
bution to the campaign of vic- 
torious party was enabled afterwards 


to fraudulently take from the gov- 
ernment property of almost limitless 
value. It means very much more than 
that one cabinet minister was bribed. 
It looks very much as if the contri- 
butions were made with the very dis- 
tinct pemeasding that the cabinet 
minister s to receive the appoint- 
ment. It is certain that in this case, 
and also in the case of other large 
gifts of money to the party treasury, 
there was no illusion on the part of 
the party leaders that these gifts 
were the expression of patriotic loy- 
alty. It has been already clearly mani- 
fested that these leaders recognize 
that large financial gifts impose upon 
the successful party political obli- 
gations to the givers. Of course, in 
its last analysis, this simply means 
that in our so-called democracy, po- 
litical privilege and power is for 
sale. In the light :of these recent 
revelations how far can democracy 
travel before it becomes a plutocracy? 


Particeps Criminis. 

In the case of Mr. Hays, the chair- 
man of the republican committee, 
and afterwards a member of the cabi- 


het, he not only received these enor- 
mous contributions from Sinclair but, 
conscious of the immoral implications 
of these contributions, he deliberately 
formed a conspiracy to deceive the 
public as to where this money had 
come from. A number, how many is 
not known, of prominent party busi- 
ness men cooperated with him and 
became particeps criminis. 


In the meantime, Senator Walsh 
uncovered the now notorious fraud of 


odds and almost insuperable difficul- 
ties he was seeking to trace the rami- 
fications of this shameless transaction. 
Secretary Mellon and Mr. Butler, the 
successor of Mr. Hays as chairman of 
the republican committee, while they 
refu to te in the matter of 
juggling with the Liberty bond con- 
tributions, were both cognizant of the 
deception and were silent until forced 
by the senate committee to reveal 
their knowledge. Here again is a most 
disturbing revelation of men’s: con- 
ception of party loyalty. They will 
help to protect notorious scoundrels 
at the sacrifice of the welfare of the 
entire nation, in the effort to conceal 
the corrupt practices of their party. 
Another very dist-rbing phase in 
this whole business is the fact that, 
with the exception of Senator Borah, 
there has scarcely beén a responsible 
republican leader who has openly and 
distinctly condemned this nefarious 
record of his party. What a splendid 
opportunity for moral leadership ‘Mr. 
Coolidge had! If it had been his 
voice instead of that of Senator Bo- 
rah to indignantly reject the corrupt 
bribery of Sinclair, and call upon his.

Standard of Leadership. 

Let us not be deceived by all of 
this. It would be supreme folly to

Secretary Kellogg places us in a 
quandary. He makes a new arbitration 


treaty with France which he charac- 
terizes as a great step forward in se- 
curing the pacific settlement of inter- 
national disputes. He offers a similar 
treaty to half a dozen other nations. 
But in this treaty he carefully reserves 
several important matters such as im- 
migrations and~the Monroe doctrine 
from the scope of arbitration. In his 
speech in New York he roundly dis- 
agrees with those who would agree to 
arbitrate all international issues. He 
says arbitration is a judicial process 
and can apply only to justifiable ques- 
tions. Political questions, he says, 
cannot be settled by arbitration. 

- So far so good. Then the secre- 
tary goes on to advocate his projected 


treaty for the renunciation of war. 
This he will not limit to “aggressive 
war’ nor will be consent to any other 
restriction. The proposition is in his 
own words “pure and simple,” it must 
be a renunciation of all wars. France 
squirms and pleads her obligations 
under the covenant of the league but 
the secretary is obdurate. He will 
have no quibbling—all wars must go. 

But what about the political issues 
he says cannot be settled by arbitra- 
tion? His only suggestion is concilia- 
tion, which he defines as “a disinter- 
ested effort” to- bring about an agree- 
ment between the parties. But sup- 
pose the effort is unsuccessful, what 
then? No answer. 

The United States has policies—im- 
migration and the Monroe dostrine are 


among them—which it is deeply con- 
vinced made for the welfare of our 
people and the peace of this hemis- 
phere. When other nations disagree 
with them—which they frequently do 
—a politica] issue is raised. So far 
we have never been called upon to 
make war in defense of those policies. 
But we have maintained them because 
we have the right and the power to 
make war if it were necessary. As- 
sume that we have signed away that 
right. Then suppose that some blun- 
derbus government in the Caribbean 
ask Britain to assume a protectorate 
or Mexico grants Japan a naval base 
on the coast of Lower California. Per- 
fectly proper and correct under inter- 
national law. The only reason it has 
not been done before is because the 
United States has said “No!” and 
has had the power to make her veto 
good., Suppose Britain and Japan 
move in. We can’t arbitrate them out. 
Perhaps they won't be conciliated out. 
We shall have agreed not to put them 
out. And we shall .have some new 
neighbors. 

War and the possibility of war have 


their good as well as bad uses. Shall 

we not be well-advised to be sure the 

good can be accomplished in some 

other way before we tie our hands en 

the war business?

ment has been in the hands of a com-

28, Bratianu brothers. Jon Bratianu was 


the real ruler of Rumania until his 
death, when Vintila assumed control. 


During the Bratianu regime Ru- 
mania has been greatly extended by. 
taking Transylvania from Hungary, 
the Bobruja from Bulgaria and Bes- 
sarabia from Russia. These new re- 
gions are not so subject to the Brati- 
nau discipline as is old Rumania. 
They have brought new stréngth to 
the-peasant opposition to the existing 
regime. 

These elements now feel themselves 
strong enough for a trial of strength 
with the Bratianu domination. Un- 
der their leader, M. Maniu, they have 
challenged the government to hold an 
election—a real election in which the 
people shall have an opportunity to 
express themselves. The government 
replies: “Tut. tut!” and tells them

Since that time Germany has taken 
her place in the European family. 
She is not always in harmony with 
her sisters and more than once she 
has played her Russian connection to 
tip the balance a little in her favor. 
She has also tried to build up her 
own trade with Russia by the exten- 
sion of long and large credits and in 
other ways tried to keep the relation- 
ship on a normal basis.

Hayti is perhaps the most ag- 
gravating of our Caribbean burdens, 
It is at once an example of the dif- 
ficulties in that region and of our 
ineptitude in handling them. When 
the Haytian government went down in 
a complete moral and social debacle 
in 1915, we took charge. We set 
up a temporary government of our 
own to carry on until we could get 
the Haytians th Ives organized 
again. The national repugnance to the 
idea of conquest or imperialism pre- 
vented our taking over entirely. And 
we made a treaty which provided for 
the appointment of American advisers 
to the principle aytian officials, 
Hayti still is governed by that con- 
stitution and that_treaty. 


The constitution and the treaty gave 


us only certain powers and we found 
after a time that we did not have 
sufficient control. to carry out our 
plans for rehabilitation. The only way 
we could get it was to amend the 
constitution. That required a popular 
vote. But the Haytian assembly has 
been suspended since the treaty be- 
cause of the fact, recognized by all 
observers, that the Haytians are not 
qualified to vote. How then could 
they vote on constitutional amend- 
ments? ; : 

Well, they did, and we got the 
changes we wanted. And that’s that. 


But the problem still remains. Are 


we going to stay in Hayti forever or 
are we paring the Haytians to 
conduct their own affairs so we can 
get out? There is much argument on 
both sides. We have restored finan- 
cial sanity; we are building -up the 
country economically, and we are do- 
ing something in education. This is 
all foundation work. It may in time 
prepare the Haytjans to govern them- 
selves. But it will not begin to de 
so by the time the treaty expires in 
1938. Toward that we are doing noth- 
ing and the Haytians—at least those 
few of them who think about such

The immense supertrust I referred 
to previously is administered by a 
party for a class and for promoting 
the rule of an idea. The phrase, the 


“Dictatorship of the Proletariat,” is 


itself a misnomer. 


There is a dictatorship of the com- 
munist party in the interests of the 
proletariat. This party consists of 
less than a million members who rule 
the rest of Russia. They insist now 
that it is the workers who rule them, 

but that is a pleasant theory only. 

' The government directed by this 
communist party employs labor just as 
might_a capitalist trust. Is seeks not 
only efficiency but mental loyalty and 
conformity, and unless it gets it there 
is trouble. Let anyone show disloyal- 
ty in any way and they lose their jobs. 
Not only that but if they talk they 
may go to jail. ° 

And so all over Russia you find 
a kind of terror of the communists 
and what they may do in case you 
do not do or talk or even think as 
they do. : 

Speaking German as I do, and find- 
ing here and there a Russian or for- 
eign born citizen who could speak a lit- 
tle English, I was not infrequently 
approached, and especially when it 
became rumored that I was an out- 
lander of some influence, by clerks 
or professional men or petty traders 
or even small holders who whixpered 
that all was not as well with Russia 
as the communists would have the 
world believe. 

Prices of everything were outrage- 
ously high, salaries could not compare 
with what things cost, and there was 
never enough of anything, neither food 
nor entertainment, nor what you 
would. The communists said there 
was, but why shouldn't they? They 
had the good jobs, previded themselves 
cars to ridearound in and first-class 
compartments in trains and hotels 
whereever they went. And they all 
wore good clothes—did 1 notice that? 

“That's why they insisted that every- 
thing was all right. But watch the 
common man, the man out of a job 
or working at some little trade not 
connected with the big industries 
which the government was fostering, 
or a man who was a little over forty, 
and see how he did. 

Was he happy or well dressed or 
well paid? The government did not 
care much about him because he was 
not young enough to be taught and to 
believe all that they wanted him to 
be taught and to believe. And I must 
say that in part, anyhow, my own 
observatians confirmed some of this, 
not all. 

Misery Enough. 

But, ha, ha! so many whispered. 
There was misery enough. ‘The farm- 
ers were not getting enough for what 
they raised to buy them boots or over- 
coats or clothes—hadn't I noticed 
that? And true enough, I had no- 
ticed endless poor-looking clothes, most 
wretched clothing in some parts’ of 
Russia. But if one said a word, if 
oné didn’t sing just their song—Kish 
—and here one speaker drew his index 
finger across his throat, indicating an 
economic if not actually a physical 
decapitation. 

And another man, a barber in 
Stalin, put his finger to his lips as 
a wan came in, and afterward whis- 
pered, “a G. P. U.” But not in uni- 
form. And always spying around the 
city. Still another, a musician play- 
ing in a restaurant in Rostov, a sea- 
port on the Don river, insisted that 
the police and the communists were 
too officious and superior and even 
brutal at times. 

“They talk about how terrible things 
were under the czar, but I lived under 
the czar. and the soldiers and offi- 
cials weren't any worse then than 
they are now. Then you couldn't say 
a word against the czar, now you 
can’t say a word against them.” 

And my personal conclusion after 
almost three months of observation 
was that this was true. 

And one of the things that helped 
me to this conclusion was not only 
the situation in the theater, which I 
have described, but the situation in 
connection with the press, and indeed, 
any form of news distribution. For 
while in every city and to in Rus- 
sia are one or more. papers, suffered 
to reflect the news and conditions and 
changes of the region in which they 
appear, nevertheless they do not really 
do so by any means, 

For in Moscow are two daily pa- 
pers, the Pravda and the Isvestia, both 
organs of the communist party, and 
worse yet, of the reigning officials 
of the same, who in their turn in- 
spire the executives of the government 
and their decison and programs, and 
it is these two papers which are the 
exemplars for every other paper in 
Russia outside and inside Moscow, 

What they say, and not only that 
but the very way in which they say 
it, is repeated, yet as original news 
or opinion. of course. And by all 
of these other little papers through- 
out the empire. So true is this that 
in Tiflis or Tashkent or Chita or 
Perm, wherever you chance tobe, 
vou will read. and that from one to 
three days after these two Moscow 
papers have printed them, facts or 
policies or government declarations or 
indeed anything that reflects the mood 
ar decision of the leaders. And never 
with any deviation or any original 
comment, not a trace, 

I took a particular interest in this 
declaration of freedom for the press 
and followed it up-with many per- 
sonal inquiries and examinations. 
That is, I would have the same paper,

_— often the same items, read to me 
y two different assistants at differ- 
ent times and when they were _not 
together. 
News Slanted by Moscow. * 

And at no time did I find any 
news or criticism or opinion of any 
kind that was not safely held within 
the lines, and based on the opinions 
previously expressed in one or other 
of these papers. And always with 
that intellectual slant directed by the 
central group in Moscow. 

For, as I said, the government will 
not tolerate any unfavorable criticism, 
not so much of itself as of communism, 
Communism can do no wrong. Worse, 
iin order to control mentally and di- 
rect all thought and conclusions in 
Russia, and to bias the same in favor 
of communism, no news either from 
within or without Rissia may appear 
which does not tend to glorify the 
principles of Marx and Lenin, and by 
the same teken to belittle all other 
theories or principles which in any 
wav conflict. 

Thus all news from outside Russia 
must be either neutral and harmless, 
having no facets of any kind which 
by any chance could be looked upon 
as a possible reflection upon com- 
munistic ideals and their workings 
within the borders of Russia, or the 
news must be of such facts or theories 
as tend to glorify the principles of 
communism or by a reverse process 
tend to reflect unfavorably upon any 
other theory of government and its 
workings. 

Thus all news from anywhere on 
earth must show that all other gov- 
ernments are really oppressive mech- 
anisms in the hands of capitalists, 
and so constantly being used to be- 
tray and enslave labor; or that labor 
itself is oppressed, restless and con- 
stantly seeking to free itself from the 
shackels of capitalism, yet with the 
heel of capitalism upon its neck. 

Every little strike or Jabor de- 
cision, favorable or unfavorable, or 
any slump or rise in prices unfavor- 
able to the mass, or any fact in con- 
nection with the extravagance or the 
waste of the rich anywhere, will be 
played up as of the greatest signifi- 
cance in every Russian paper at the 
same time that any fact in connection 


ment of the workers in Russia will be 
set forth at length and with the great- 
est enthusiasm and applause, 

But never, anywhere, a single com- 
ment that anything is wrong; no 
complaint of a lack of error uwless 
the same chatices to be generally 
known by hearsay and is in process 
of being remedied, when, of course, it 
will be the remedial process that will 
be emphasized. To tell the truth, 
after the first week or ten days I 
found myself either irritated or bored 
by this persistent harping on the 
bright communistic scene, 

From one point of view it was seem- 
ingly so puerile and petty, and from 
another so offensively biased or dis- 
honest, that I found myself question- 
ing at times whether any considerable 
portion of the Russian population 
could really be accepting all this as 
a true picture of what was going on 
either in Russia or out. It did not 
seem quite possible.

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Commends Attitude 
Of the President on 
Foreign Affairs 


Editor Constitution: The framers 
of our constitution very wisely left 


the negotiation of foreign affairs to 
the president, subject, in some in- 
stances, to final confirmation or rat- 
ification by the senate. And we gen- 
erally assume that our president, who- 
ever he may be, acts in the utmost 
good faith, and therefore all such ne- 
gotiations are treated as ai closed 
book. -We also understand that the 
president is not infallible, but criti- 
cism should be sane, justifiable and 
well founded by those who are compe- 
tent to criticize, since our foreign re- 
lations are so much more complicated 
than our domestic problems. 

At the recent Pan-American con- 
ference at Havana, Cuba, President 
Coolidge and Hon. Charles F. Hughes, 
after smoothing out several delicate 
and difficult matters, succeeded in 
convineing the people of North and 
South America that the United States 
has no ulterior motives or imperial- 
istic designs upon the territory and 
people of Nicaragua, and that the 
marines are merely there to pacify, if 
possible, those unhappy people, and 
to protect American lives and prop- 
erty rights, ~ 

Butin spite of these assurances, we 
have ceretain misinformed people of 
good intentions, as well as weak-kneed 
pacifists, demagdgues, journalists and 
sentimentalists who endeavor to draw 
an unwarranted distinction between 
lawfully acquired property rights and 
profiteering. They contend that our 
citizens in Nicaragua sre profiteers, 
and not entitled to protection. They 
also profess to behold great im) -rial- 
istic designs upon Central America.

There may be a kind of deceptive 
prosperity in New York and in some 
of our great cities. But even there 
while the number of stock manipulat- 
ing millionaires is growing apace, the 
“breadline” is lengthening, ‘and the 
voverty of the masses’ is increasing. 
The manufacturer, with his “profit” 
protected by a tariff wall, may be 
increasing his wealth, but the labor- 
er, the farmer, and the merchant and 
the banker dependent upon him are 
protected by’ no tariff wall and have 
no “profit” to preserve or increase. 

Times may prosperous in the 
“financial districts” of New York and 
Chicago and among the men who 
speculate in stocks and bonds, but 
times are not good with the farmers 
and merchants and average “business 
men” in Georgia, Iowa and (Califor- 
nia: no, not even in New York and 
New England, or anywhere in the 
country. 

To give reasonable assurance of the 
success of the party in power the 
average man throughout the country 
must be fairly prosperous and rea- 
sonably contented. If he is, barring 
unusual developments, the party in 
power usually wins. If he is not, 
then usually the party in power 
loses. 

Measured by this rule, in the light 
,of the actual conditions of today, 
which are not likely to grow better 
between now and next November, 
the democratic party ought to win the 
election this year, unless it again mer- 
its the criticism of -the late Mr. 
Hanna. 

Again, business and financial. con- 
ditions not only point to and make for 
democratic success, but an unusual 
and most extraordinary situation, al- 
ready presaged, has fully developed 
which seems not only to indict but to 
convict the party in power of guilty 
partnership with the sordid interests 
that have looted the public domain 
and corrupted the responsible public 
officials ehatged with its protection. 

The scandal is without paralled in 
all American history. The “gmell of 
fire’ is upon the garments of the re- 
publican party and the issue pressing 
upon the American people is to rid 
themselves of thievery and corruption 
in the adminigtration of our public 
affairs,-and to cleanse and purge the 
Augean stables of the republic.

through knifing each other there will 
not be enough voters left in the party 
to carry a handful of precincts in the 
entire country? 

Are we to relight at Houston those 
fires of religious prejudice and intol- 
erance that blazed so brightly and so 
destructively at New York four years 
ago? 

lf so, the democratic party had 
just as‘ well suspend operations and 
go out of business for it will never 
again be able to convince the Ameri- 
can people that it is either reliable 
or trustworthy as an instrumentality 
to effect reform, to clean house, or 
to alminister government. 

What, then, shall we do? The an- 
swer 1s plain and simple.

I 
think what this country -needs is less 
broadcasting and not more of it. Yet 
when they offered me money to broad- 


cast, I broadcasted. I did it for the 
wife and kiddies.

Atlanta Public Schools 


What They Are Doing; What They Are Trying To Do. 


This is the twenty-first of a series 
of articles on the Atlanta public 
schools, prepared under the direc- 
tion of the Personnel association of 
Atlanta. They are published with a 
view of informing parents and the 
public about the schools and their 
work. The entire series will be dis- 
cussed. 


HOW ATLANTA PROVIDES FOR 
HER IRREGULAR PUPILS. 

Is your child handicapped mentally 
or physically? Has he difficulty in 
adjusting himself to his school work? 

The Atlanta special education pro- 


gram adapts the instruction so that 
it meets the individual needs of the 
exceptional child, and his special abil- 
ities are given an opportunity for 
the greaiest development. Atlanta pro- 
vides elasses for the blind, deaf, pu- 
pils with a. serious eye defect and 
pupils seriously retarded. a 

A specially trained teacher is in 
charge of the class for the blind. This 
is the happiest class in the entire 
system. The Braille ‘system is used. 
In addition to the regular academic 
work, the members of this class weave 
beautiful rugs and are engaged in 
other kinds of handicraft work. 

The class for the deaf is one of 
the most interesting classes in the 
system. These pupils are taught by 
the oral method. In order to teach 
the deaf child to speak, when he does 
not hear, the child places his finger 
tips on the teacher's face so that he 
gets the vibration and resonance of 
the.tones of the words spoken by the 
teacher. When the child is partially 
deaf the work is done through the 
ear to conserve and stimulate the hear- 
ing which the child may possess. 

The work of this class can best 
be described by the study of a spe 
cific case. A boy of 13 was brought 
to the department of ungraded educa- 
tion by ‘his mother. The. case looked 
hopeless. He could not utter a word ; 
he was almost blind, having a cata- 
ract on one eye and the sight of the 
other almost gone. He is quite deaf. 
In addition to these serious physical 
handicaps this boy is otherwise handi- 
capped. First he was tried in the sight 
conservation class but he was a mis- 
fit there; then in the ungraded class, 
but that was not the place for him. 
Then he was sent to the deaf class. 
He has had 32 lessons. He has ac- 
quired a vocabulary of 15 nouns and 
nine verbs. It is an inspiration to see 
the world opening up for tlris boy of

To put such a boy in the 
first grade, where he belonged, »would 
have been most discouraging to the 
boy. His self-respect Would have been 
destroyed and he would have speedily 
become a disciplinary problem. | To 
have put him in the fourth grade 
would have been equally discouraging 
becanse of his lack of preparation ; he 
would not have been able to cope with 
the other children in ‘the general work. 
He was temporarily placed in the 
fourth grade where the children were 
his-age. He engaged in most of the 
classroom activities, such as physical 
education, music and art. During 
certain periods of the day he was sent 
to the adjustment teacher to be taught 
in subjects in which he was not pre- 
pared. The result was, because he 
applied himself and the teacher me 
his individual needs in a small group, 
he easily made his promotion to the 
fifth grade by the end of the year.

New York, March 24.—Mr. Zieg- 
feld,.to his surprise, no doubt, has 
discovered. that virtue, as the poet 
says, is mankind’s most remunerative 
occupation. Although he prospered. in 
the days of his iniquity his intake from 
naughty shows was as nothing wiren 
compared to that which now fills his 
lamb-like purse to, overflowing. 1 can 
remember when attendance upon a 
Ziegfeld revel. was considered some- 
what, of a trespass, a deviation, as it 
were, from the path of rectitude. In- 
nocent, drama-lovers could do a year’s 
blushing in one night amongst the 
brazen ladies and the brassy jokes of 
the Follies, and many a wild oat was 
sown in that fertile field of misde- 
meanor. Mr. Ziegfeld was then a 
recreant, obsessed by a cynical belief 
in the depravity of his fellow’ men 
and women, At heart, said he, they are 
sinful, and they want me. to pro- 
vide them with the means of trans- 
gress vicariously, without too much 
expenditure of time, trouble and treas- 
ure. For years he operated upon this 
infirm theory, compromising himself 
in behalf of his faith in the public's 
weaknesses. - 


As one of the theater’s most active 
besom-wielders I used to protest to 
Mr. Ziegfeld that his performances 
were harmful. Often have we conferred 
together,’ he insisting that his plays 
were more moral than their patrons; 
I contending that they were not. 
Trust, I pleaded, in the fundamental 
purity of the American drama-lover. 
Let him wanton a little among the 
contours and white surfaces of sex, 
from the safe distance of the audi- 
torium; but preserve him from con- 
tact with the fallen jokes of a gutter 
libretto. Give him and her, said I, 
all the fluent shanks and shoulders 
that the police force will allow you 
—for beauty exists even in the knob- 
biest and most varicocele of the hu- 
man forms divine. However, I con- 
tinued, a naked jest is something else 
again, and when it rears its ugly 
head in a garden of nude rosebuds 
it interferes with one’s’ clearly pas- 
sion for loveliness. 


For a long time Mr. Ziegfeld paid 
no attention to the wholesome admoni- 
tions of his well-wishers, and all ef 
us were about to-give him up as un- 
reformable. He proceeded to cast his 
bright metals upon the solid ground 
of his comedians and librettists, de- 
panding upon a combination of fault 
glitter to attract the eye and the ear 
of the paying multitude. His enter- 
prises were the swamp-lilies of the 
theater, beauty arising from a stag- 
nant pool. But all of a-sudden he 
changed. He abandoned the corruption 
of the Broadway smut-mongers and 
ventured into fields more healthful. 
The result is that he is now the hap- 
py maestro of four pure and undefiled 
suecesses — “Rio Rita,” “Rosalie,” 
“Show Boat” and “The Three Mus- 
keteers,” All of them are as blame- 
less as a hymn. 


What a blending of geniuses is this 
“Three Musketeers’—Dumas, Wil- 
liam Anthony MeGuire, Rudolph 
Friml, P. G. Wodehouse, Harkrider 
the costumier, Joseph Urban, the well- 
known blues man, Ziegfeld and the 
lark-like Dennis King. Here is the 
gaudy twilight that surrounds the bor- 
derland of old romance, where doughty 
warriors are magnified by musical 
comedy’s purple mists, and the han- 
berk, helm and lance are as common 
as today’s airplanes, automobiles and 
radioes. Mr. McGuire, a reverent dis- 
ciple of Dumas, has distilled or brew- 
ed the fabulous episodes of the 
“Guardsmen” into a connected story, 
interrupted now and then by sweet 
tunes from Mr.:Friml’s melodious har- 
monicas. Mr. King endows D’Artag- 
nan with the voice of a nightingale, 
the shape of Apollo, the charm of 
Laurette Taylor, the valor of a U. 
S. marine, the punch of Eugene Tun- 
ney and the impishness of Pack. The 
vulpine Richelieu is realized with a 
steady humor by Reginald Owen, and 
Athos, Porthos and Aramis, are for 
all that I know, tenor, barytone and 


|| bass. There is delightful warbling by 


Anne of Austria, Madame Bonacieux 
and the Duke of Buckingham, and 
rhythmie prancing by Miss Harriet 
Hoctor and a troupe of serious ballet 
girls, 


What is troubling Mr. Zeigfeld now 
as he worries upon the warm sands 
o: Palm Beach is that “The Three 
Musketeers” is too long. It begins 
tev early and it ends too late, and 
there is at least a show and a half in 
the first act alone. As he tosses 
to and fro, hither and thither, upon 
the Florida littoral he wonders what

he can do to confine the play within 
the limits of an evening. He has 
cut his clown, poor Lester Allen,’ to 
the bone, leaving that mousy buffoon 
to suffer from musical comedian’s 
starvation. He has prohibited en- 
cores except when they are demanded 
and he causes the scenery to be shift- 
ed with miraculous alacrity. Hav- 
ing, as his librettist has, a reverence 
for Dumas, he cannot clip the fable, 
and he knows that the plot is the sin- 
ew of the show. I like to be helpful 
when the interests of brevity are con- 
cerned and I suggest that if Mr. Mc- 
Guite were to go. over the manuscript 
and omit all the split infinitives that 
infest it 20 golden minutes could be 
saved and the customers could be sent 
home at or near their bedtime. 


More relishing than anything else 
in “The Merry Wives of Windsor’ is 
Mr. Skinner’s playing of the Fat 
Knight. Mrs. Fiske as Mistress Page 
is a laughing she-devile, and Miss 
Crosman as Mistress Ford is a hand- 
some flirt—both of them cunning 
and full of mischief. But much of 
the fun in the bawdy old rough-house 
is suggested by Mr. Skinner in an un- 
usually reticent picture of the ancient 
rip. He is the slimmest of the Fal- 
staffs and his abdominal irchitecture 
is not, as is eustomary, a blimplike 
thing of bolts, rivets and flesh.

Every Christian 
woman who is not a member is in- 
vited to join the W. C. T. U. near- 
est her home. The W. C. T. U. is 

“jighting the richest and most ruth- 
less enemy upon the earth. He is 
entrenched. He fights from dark and 
xecret places, and he knows no law. 
The W. C. T. U. working “For God 
and home and native land” needs all 
good women, their personal and social 
und political influence, faith, prayers, 
consecration and votes, as one has/ 
said to the organization: “There is 
power in numbers.

Many of us followed the pro- 
ceedings of the Lausanne confer- 
ence with great interest. Some 
delegates say it marked a new 
departure in church life. Is this 
statement correct? Were any. ef- 
forts made for Christian unity be- 
fore August, 1927? ~ 

Yes, but not on so inclusive a scale. 
Doctor G. J. Jordan, in his 
“The Reunion of. the Churches,” 
shows that this cause has always ap- 
pealed to many diverse minds. For 
centuries past foresighted men have 
clearly perceived that Christianity 
must present a common front to the 
common foes of religion and morals 
for the sake of social welfare. 


Lambeth, Stockholm and Lausanne 
are the latest names celebrated for 
conferences devoted to the task of 
making man’s spiritual fellowship and 
faith more effective. They were con- 


* * 


vened after the tragic experiences of 
the great war had left the world ex- 
hausted and disillusioned. It also con- 
vinced Christian leaders of all the 
churches that unless the comprehen- 
sive principles of Christ’s gospel re- 
sumed their control of men and na- 
tions the last state would be worse 
than the first. . 

But previous attempts to bring into 
oneness the followers of Jesus should 
have silenced critics: of the Lausanne 


‘conference who complain ’because it 


did not immediately achieve this de- 
sirable end. Once the problems of 
union are faced it is plain that they 
are deep rooted and ancient beyond 
the apprehension of superficial ob- 
servers. 

Dr.. Jordan’s volume relates at 
length the chaos that followed the 
Peace of Westphalia in 1648: Leib- 
nitz, the Ger 
osopher, and Boussuet, the famous 
Catholic bishop of France, made a no- 
ble effort to stanch the wounds in- 
flicted by religious. separatism on 
church and state. Both these enlight- 
ened celebrities were anxious for an 
inelusive policy. Leibnitz had no de- 
sire to create a pan-Protestantism 
which would oppose Catholicism tooth 
and nail, and Boussuet longed for the 
return of all Christians to their for- 
mer unity. But circumstances were 
stronger than those strong men and 
the schism remained unhealed. 

At Lausanne the time spent on dis- 
covering a true definition of the gos- 
pel, the church, the ministry and the 
sacraments was well spent. The pre- 
liminary work done there was essen- 
tial and, in my judgment, will prove 
fruitful. Meanwhile the real commun- 
ion of love and brotherhood progresses 
amazingly both in Christianity and 
Judaism.

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What Has Happened to Justice? 


HAT is the state of Justice 
in a community where mur- 
derers musf plead guilty in 


order to escape the ven- 
geance of the public? 
The state of Michigan 


abolished capital punishment be-ause 
it believed life imprisonment a siuffi- 
cient sentence for any sort of crime, 
yet at least twice, in the Asa Bartlett 
case and now again in the Hoteiing 
case, we have seen instances where 
the penalty plainly does not fit. 
Both Bartlett and Hotelling com- 
mitted fiendish crimes, crimes which 
in any state having capital punish- 
ment would surely have culminated 
in executions. But there can be no 
executions in Michigan—and the re- 
sult was that in each of these cases 


ahead of the mob. 

Even the law itself, as embodied in 
the sentencing judges, doubts that jus- 
tice has been done in these cases. 


Two years ago when Asa Bartlett 
ras sentenced to life impriscnment in 
Michigan for committing a most 
fiendish crime—he sent a bomb to 
an enemy and killed 
three persons — the 
Sentencing judge 
said: ‘‘l wish I coulc 
give you the death 


penalty, but unfor- 
tunately we have nc 
capital. punishmen’ 


in this state.”’ 
Several weeks ago 
another man, Adolph 
Hotelling, stood be- 
fore the bar of jus- 


tice in Michigan after 
being convicted of a 
crime so heinous that 
mobs sought to lynch 
him. Said the sen- 
tencing judge: ‘‘The 
details as shown by this confession 
and the proofs almost convince me we 
ought to have capital punishment in 
this state.” 

As The News stated editorially the 
next morning: ‘‘That means the law 
itself, as embodied in this judge, 
doubts that justice has been done.”’ 

Michigan once had capital punish- 
ment. The law was modified through 
the efforts of citizens who believed 
life imprisonment would be a suffl- 
cient sentence for any sort of crime, 
no matter how terrible. But at least 
twice, in the Bartlett case and now 
again in the Hotelling case, we have 


seen instances where the enalty 
plainly does not fit. 
In these 
cases neither 
the murder 
victims’ fami- 
lies, nor the 
law, nor the 
bulk of the 
public felt that 
the life sen- 


tence fitted 
the crimes. 
The reader 
may recall the 
Bartlett case: 
it was related 
in this ‘‘Jus- 
tice’’ series 
the story of a

In These Cases, Michigan Found Its 
Supreme Penalty Too Light—Only 
Secrecy Kept Slayer From Mob. 


The victims were August Krubaech, 
his young daughter, Jeanette, and 
Jeanette’s fiance, Willtam Frank. 

Suspicion quickly fastened upon 
Bartlett, a Klan leader and constable. 
He confessed when he saw a menacing 
crowds gathering around the jail. He 
said he wanted to plead guilty and get 
safely into prison before anything 
happened. So he was sentenced to 
the extreme penalty in Michigan while 
the crowd muttered that it was not 
enough. 

In the Hotelling case history has 


repeated itself, though the crowds 
were somewhat more active in this 
affair. 


Shortly after noon on January 12 
of this year, little Dorothy Schneider, 
5 years old, was kidnaped a’ block 
from her home in Mount Morris, near 
Mich, 


Flint, Dorothy was on her 
way home _ from 
school, where she 
was in the kindergar- 
ten class. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. Mabel 
Schneider, young 
wife of an automo- 
bile factory worker, 
stood at a window 
and watched the 
child, skipping-along 
homeward. The 
mother witnessed the 
abduction. 

Without the Bundle. 
Mrs. Schneider 
Saw a man drive up 
to the curb alongside 
the child, saw the 
man reach out and 
and seize Dorothy, then speed away. 

The woman ran screaming to the po- 

lice station. 

The police traced the machine to a 
adjacent to the farm of Archie 
Bacon, a few miles from the Schnei- 
der home. Bacon told the officers 
that a machine answering their de- 
scription—from Mrs. Schneider and 
another witness they had learned that 
it was a dilapidated Dodge sedan— 
had stuck in the mud within sight of 
the Bacon farmhouse, and that a man 
had alighted, carrying a bundle. 

Bacon said he saw the man walk 
toward a nearby creek with the bun- 
dle.

Dorothy Schneider had been mur- 
dered.. Her body

The 
child had been 
killed shortly 
after the abduc- 
tion. 

Quickly the 
news spread. By 
evening all Mich- 
igan knew of the 
tragedy in Mount 
Morris. Every 
police force in 
the state was told 
to be on the look 
to be on the 
lookout for the 
fiend at large. 

Hundreds of citizens, 
most of them fathers of 
happy youngsters such as 
Dorothy had been, joined 
in the search. 

And already, even then, 
justice in Michigan, con- 
scious of its failings, began 
to worry... What would 
happen to this man were 
these grim-faced fathers to 
lay their hands on him?

Everywhere he goes there is a 
guest book to be signed. Almost 
everywhere there are photographs to 
be signed or more or less courteously 
concealed attempts to obtain auto- 
graphs. It all has been most difficult 
for a:young man who does not like 
to have a fuss made over him, whose 
joy in flight is that of a swallow, net 
that of the butterfly. Hardly for 4 
moment while his feet were on the 
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ground could he shake off this shell of 
public character which the world had 
clamped upon him and which he had 
accepted simply because he thought it 
might be good advertising for avia- 
tion—and because he’ thought the 


-keen edge of public interest in him 


soon would wear off. 


But up to the present there have 
been no signs of its wearing off. If 
anything, the reverse has been true. 
Only a few weeks ago, when Colonel 
Lindbergh was in New York, some- 
one saw atall young man enter a 
shop on Fifth avenue .-just above 
Fortv-second. street.. Word spread 
that Colonel Lindbergh was there. A 
crowd of twenty or thirty persons as- 
sembled. It grew to two or three 
hundréd. The sidewalk was _ block- 
ed. More stopped and craned their 
necks. anxious to find out what was 
up. They lingered there for three 
hours or more, with two policemen 
herding. them. 

It is no wonder that avoidance of 
crowds has become an obsession with 
Colonel Lindbergh. 


I have seen him. 


whose presence even Lieutenant 
Moon had not’ gained admission, 
learned that the pair were in a room 
in the hotel and broke in upon them 
unexpectedly. They talked until 2 
a. m. about the days at Kelly field, 
and those four or five hours proba- 
bly were the most pleasant. that 
Lindbergh spent on the entire trip. 


If Lindbergh were an older man 
he might be more inclined to yield to 
the flattery of concentrated public at- 
tention. But he is.a young man, with 
his purpose in. life firmly fixed. in 
his mind and a firm determination 
to achieve it. All the attention which 
he receives becomes.an obstacle, fe 
his mind, instead of being, as an older 
man might consider it, an end ‘in it- 
self. Colonel Lindbergh insists upon 
retaining his individuality. He re. 
fuses to pour himself into the mold of 
professional hero which the _ public 
has so kindly prepared for him. For 
that very reason, probably, the pub- 
lic, which tires quickly enough of .a 
professional hero, declines to relin- 


quish the reluctant Lindbergh.

His one re- 
laxation, aside from flight, is to vet 
away from every one except a few 
fliers whose hearts are in their work 
and talk shop with them. 

When he was in Dallas, Texas, on 
his tour of the country, jealously 
guarded from contact with every one 
except Mr. Love, the representative of 
the department of commerce, who 
was his companion on the tour, the

So insistent is Lindbergh upon re- 
maining himself, a perfectly normal 
young man with the appetites and 
pleasures of youth, that he actually 
has taken pains somewhat to see that 
his picture is taken ina pose which 
will tend to prevent any uplifters 
from placing an unwilling halo on his 
brow, and holding him up to public 
view as an example of the effect of 
the particular reforms they advocate. 

The camera, by no way, has be- 
come another of Lindbergh’s aver- 
sions. It is to him an emblem of that 
distasteful publicity he so detests. So 
pronounced has the prejudice become 
that recently, discovering a camera

leveled at him at short range, he 
clapped his hand over the lens and 
compelled the owner to put it aside, 

Lindbergh doesn’t read the news- 
papers. For ten months he hasn’t 
had time even to read his mail. The 
only hours in which he has any sense 
of personal freedom are those he 
spends in the air. 

There have been rumors that his 
health has been impaired. They are 
untrue. 1! doubt if he ever has been 
in better health than he is today. But 
he is harassed, and his nerves are ve- 
ginning to show ity He: captured tie 
public imagination as the youth who 
had the magic carpet; he merely had 
to decide where he wished to go and, 
presto, ‘he flew there through the air, 
He is now a youth who seeks the cloak 
of invisibility. 

Except for his growing exaspera- 
tion at being hunted over the whole 
world, he is as sound as a shagbark 
hickory. I know, for | went up with 
him in an army tri-motor plane, and 
nowhere will a man betray any physi- 
cal weakness more promptly than in 
his guidance of an aiiplane. He was 
the same old Slim, once he had taken 
his seat in the plane. 

He has the “feel” for flying more 
highly deveioped.than any other man 
I ever saw. Flying is about 75 per 
cent judgment and 25 per cent “feel.” 
Lindbergh has beth in the highest de- 
gree. It may be that through natural 
gifts and their intensive developments 
he has become “air-minded”’ before 
the rest of his generation. His sus 
premacy in the air might be explained 
in some such phraseology. ‘The ex- 
planation is immaterial; the ability is 
there, whatever you wish to call it 
or however you may wish to ex- 
plain it. 

I was in Texas with the secretary 
of war and Trubee Davison, the assist- 
ant secretary in charge of aviation, 
the day Lindbergh landed in Paris. 

“Sheer luck,’’ some one said. 

“Yes, he is a lucky fellow,” admit- 
ted Trubee Davison with more resef- 
vation. He has done more flying 
than any man ‘outside of the service. 
He knew it wasn’t all luck. 

‘I have wasted ten years of my 
life,’ 1 said to myself. ‘I had be- 
lieved there was a science and a tech- 
nique in this flying game, and here is 
a youngster without army backing and 
with very little of any kind of back- 
ing popping out of New York and 
landing in Paris. It is luck.” 

After | flew with Colonel Lindbergh 
I knew that luck had played only a 
small part in his great success. 

A few days after Lindbergh’s flight 
I was in San Diego and inspected the 
factory where the Spirit of St. Louis 
was built.- | went over the maps, 
charts and other data which he had 
Studied while the ship was under con- 
struction. It was amazing and iston- 
ishing. I abandoned.the theory of 
luck then and there. This young man 
was no child of fortune: he had at- 
tained his end through hard work, 
cour’ed to his amazing flying ability. 

L ‘nc ergh’s record at the army fly- 
ing school was nothing remarkable. 
The record of a man who is able to 
keep up to the standards set there 
never is. The only records causing 
any remark are those of the men who 
have difficulty in keeping ur. The 
purpose of the school is not to de- 
velop agility in the air or to turn out 
Stunt flyers, but to brine an entire 
class up to a high average of abitity. 

Lindbergh always did his dav 
work, and did it according io the 
rules. He finished the job that Ivy 
before him and took up the next.

was prepared to start all over again. 

He flies beautifully, instinctively. 
He never over-controls in correcting 
for bumps. He climbs his ship nor- 
mally. He makes his turns smoothly, 
without skid or slip. He glides at a 
normal rate of speed and lands care- 
fully. Every detail of flight-is han- 
dled with a beautiful and natural per- 
fection. He always is concentrated 
upon the prob'em immediately before 
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him and his judgment enables him al- 
ways to handle it with a view of suc- 
ceeding. problems. 


The composure which is a part of 
his perfect poise has given rise to the 
opinion in some quarters that Lind- 
bergh has no personality, that he is 
cold and uninteresting. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. A man like 
that could not hold the limelight as 
he has held it, whatever his achieve- 
ments might be. A man like that, un- 
known as Lindbergh was in the early 
months of 1927, could not have won 
sound business men of St. Louls, ex- 
perienced in the flying game, to his 
support in a trans-Atlantic flight. 


Very:few people know what a hard 
fight Lindbergh had.to make to get 
backing. He was a mail flyer, threat- 
ened with dismissal for his persistent 
habit of daring storms to put through 
the mail. The law of averages had 
prompted his superiors to fear that he 
would come to grief in one of his dar- 
ing flights. He made the rounds of 
the usual ‘“‘hopes’’ of aviators and he 
visited men and newspapers with 
reputations for backing aviation. He 
even went to the makers of a famous 
cigarette and asked them to finance 
the flight to Paris in a plane bearing 
the name of their cigarette. 

He knew. he could get through, and 
was determined to do it. It is charac- 
teristic of him that he finally: sat 
down and studied the field quietly and 
selected a group of important men of 
St. Louis who were known for their 
civic pride. When he got them to- 
gether-he had coined the phrase, ‘The 
Spirit of St. Louis,” and had given 
them a picture of the importance of 
a record-breaking flight in the name 
of their city. 

1 have seen him take his plane 
through a storm, when most pilots in- 
Stinctively would try to fight back, 
gamely resolved to buck the power 
that opposed them by sheer physical 
exertion. Lindbergh’s handling of his 
plane was as easy as though he was 
sailing through a cloudless summer 
sky. His opposition to the forces of 
the storm was adroit, not abrupt. He 
nursed his plane through it as a skill- 
ful driver with a favorite horse might 
guide the animal through a belaboring 
hailstorm. He treated his plane as 
though it were a sentimental being 
and dear. to him at that. No man 
with that feeling for a thing come 
pounded of metal can be cold, or even 
lack persofality or interest. 

So strong is the bond of sympathy 
between Lindbergh and his metal 
steed that he seems to be almost pres- 
cient concerning it. There are a few 
natural mechanics who can tell by 
some sound imperceptible to others, 
by sensitiveness to the rhythm of ma- 
chinery in action or by some other 
peculiar quality of their own, when 
something is wrong, although there 
may be no apparent sign of trouble, 
I have seen such a man stand twenty 
feet away from a plane whose engine 
seemed to be running as sweetly as a 
spinning top, shake his head and mute 
ter that something was wrong. No ine 
strument revealed the slightest defect 
nor could the closest scrutiny discover 
it—but forty minutes later that ship 
had to make a forced landing.. Lind- 
bergh has that prescience where moe 
tors are concerned. 

He can’t divorce himself from airs 
planes and from flying. He would be 
Lindbergh if he could do that. It isn’t 
in the man. But if he makes up his 
mind to it, he can divorce himseif 
from the gaping public—and his mind 
is made up.

mind. It kept me awake night after 
night. 1 thought of the crime all of 
the time.” 

Hotelling said he had dissected the 
body with his penknife. It was said 
he had admitted other attacks on little 
irls. His wife refused to believe that 
e had committed the crime. 

While the public was still in igno- 
‘rance of the arrest, the officers hus- 
tled Hotelling to Flint, where he was 
lodged in the county jail. When the 
news of the arrest and confession ap- 
peared in extra editions of Flint news- 
papers, a huge crowd stormed the jail, 
threatening to lynch the prisoner. 
Attempts to quell the crowd with 
tear bombs failed. Hand-to-hand en- 
counters occurred between officers 
and members of the citizenry. A 
dozen men were arrested. A_ shot 
fired by some one of the throng whis- 
tled over the heads of the officers. 
The mob bombarded the jail with 
stones, shattering the windows. 
“Give us that prisoner!” 
shouted. 

- The gathering swelled rapidly. Vir- 
ually the entire citizenry of Mount 
Morris was en route to Flint. The 
local officers saw that they would be 
owerless to stem this rising tide of 
wrath, and so at 10:30 o’clock in the

vening, Hotelling was spirited out of 
he jail and taken in a closed automo- 
bile to the Lansing jail. 

It was a narrow escape for Adolph 
otelling and Michigan justice. 

When the newspapers appeared 
with this newest development, the 
rowd refused to believe that the pris- 
pner had been spirited away. They 
tized papers from newsboys and tore 
hem up. 

Then the governor called out a 
ompany of national guardsmen and 
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at last the crowd was dispersed with 
great difficulty. 

On the following day, January 17, 
the prisoner was secretly arraigned on 
a farm just across the Genesee county 
line, near Lennon. Justice Frank 
Cain of Flint called the court to order 
in the driveway between the ftarm- 
house and the barn. Six officials who 
stole quietly .nto the village m two 
automobres were the onlv witnesses.

‘Adolph Hotelling, you are charg- 
ed with the murder of Dorothy 
Schneider of Mount Morris. Do you 
wis’) an examin“tion’?” Judge Cain 
asked. It was tite regular ritual that 
ordinarily has tor its setting a court- 
room and all the appurtenances of 
justice. 

“The prisoner waives examina- 
tion,” replied the man’s attorney. 

As silently as they had come, the 
party went off aga.n, this time taking 
their prisoner to the lonia reforma- 
tory. The villzsgers did not know 
what had happened? until they learned 
about it in the newspapers. 

To avoid a recurrence of the ex- 
citement of the previous evening, 
Governor Green communicated with 
the Genesee county ituiges, asking 
Hotelling ‘from their

jurisdiction. For the sake of law and 
order he felt that it would be better 
to try the man in some other county. 

“To take him back to Flint would 
create a situation that might risk 
Other lives in a renewal of the mob 
spirit of last night,”’ said the governor. 

Leslie Schneider, father of the 
murdered child, issued an appeal -to 
the people of Genesee to refrain from 
mob violence. He said that he per- 
sonally would ask the next legislature 
to enact a law providing capital pun- 
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ishment. He would be supported, it 
was said, by Flint clubwomen and so- 
ciety leaders who had viewed the mu- 
tilated body at the morgue. 


It was agreed that no such out- 


breaks would have occurred had 
Michigan a law providing capital 
punishment. 


Whatever the feeling of the people 
in Genesee, however, they never got 
the chance to lynch Hotelling. - Jus- 
tice worked very fast to keep ahead 
of the mob. On the day after he was

arraigned the prisoner was secretly 
taken to Flint and tried before Circuit 
Judge Fred W. Brennan. 

When the prisoner arrived the stage 
was set for perhaps the quickest dis- 
posal of a murder case that is on rec- 
ord in Michigan. The court was 
crowded, but there was a guard for 
every spectator. Among those in 
court was Leslie Schneider. When 
Hotelling went to take his seat the 
bereaved father stepped forward. 

With all the strength of his slight 
frame Schneider struck the defendant 
on the jaw. The murderer staggered 
back and put up his hands as though

to stave off other blows. Two depu- 
ties seized Schneider and forced him 
back. The trial began. 


“De you understand the charge 
that has been placed against you?” 
asked the judge. “It is that of first 
degree murder. Are ‘you guilty or 
not guilty?” 

“Guilty.” 

“What have you to say?” 


“All I .-have to say is to take into 


consideration my family.

“You appear to have no regrets,”’ 


snapped the judge. “You did not take 
into consideration the Schneider fam- 
ily. And you have attacked little 
girls before.” | 
“| have the deepest regret,’’ said 
the prisoner. 
The Court’s Opinion. 
Leshe Schneider was the first wit- 
ness to follow Hotelling. He 
ed along with Dr. W. H. Marshall to 
testify as to the corpus delicti. The 
physician stated that the Schneider 
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child had died of two stab wounds in 
the body. 

The confession of the crime was 
next introduced in evidence. Then 
said the court: 

“The details as shown by this con- 
fession and the proofs almost con- 
vince me we ought to have capital 
vunishment in this state. The sen- 
tence of this court is that you be con- 
fined in the Marquette Branch prison 
in solitary confinement at hard labor 
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off with the secrecy and haste which 
characterized all his movements fol- 
lowing his arrest. He had been in 
court but ten minutes. 

Thus Justice in Michigan. Adolph 
Hotelling has been sentenced to pris- 
on for life. And nobody is satisfied. 

“The odds are even that Hotelling 
will eventually come to believe his 
sentence entirely unjust and undeserv- 
ed,’’ stated The News editorial the 
next morning. ‘What he may do to 
avenge society’s treatment of him 
when and if he finally wins a pardon, 
is a question for future governors of 
Michigan to ponder when his petitions 
for pardon come in.”
